actment, it was endeavored to hasten the popular acceptance 
of the new provisions by forbidding the pharmacists to keep in 
stock preparations made according to formulas which have been 
modified by the new Codex. This works a manifest injustice, 
as the pharmacists are forbidden to prepare in advance prepara- 
tions which they know will be frequently called for, as, for in- 
stance, Sydenham’s laudanum, in which the wine has been re- 
placed in the new Codex by alcohol, thus making what many 
consider a preparation having entirely different properties. 
There have already been a number of criminal prosecutions for 
violations of this act. The commission of the Therapeutic So- 
ciety, which was appointed to investigate the matter, has en- 
tered a vigorous protest against the narrow methods employed. 
It is evident that the burden has been placed upon the wrong 
shoulders, and it is difficult to see how the purpose in view can 
be in any way furthered by such an arrangement. 


FIGHT THE STAMP TAX. 
T is only by united, vigorous and prompt action that the drug 
trade can hope to escape being saddled with the unjust 
stamp tax on proprietary remedies, perfumery and cosmetics. 
Action has been taken in Louisville, in Chicago, and at several 
of the state association meetings. Druggists who have any 
memory of the stamp tax of the Civil War and of that of the 
Spanish War know that the imposition of a stamp tax on medi- 
cines means not only expense but an infinite deal of trouble with 
petty details. Every druggist in the United States paid $80 
a year at least under the stamp tax of the Spanish War. The 
way to avoid the imposition of another such tax is for each 
individual druggist to write himself and to get his registered as- 
sistants to write and get all his friends to write to his repre- 
sentatives in Congress and to the United States Senators from 
his state making vigorous protest against the act. The protest 
sent congress by the committee of the conference of pharma- 
ceutical organizations of New York, which is printed in full 
below, contains excellent material for arguments against the 
measure: 

In behalf of a conference of thirteen pharmaceutical organizations of 
New York City, representing a membership of 2,200 licensed pharmacists, 
we wish to protest against the enactment of the Sherley bill, H. R. No. 
8,887, providing for a stamp tax on proprietary medicines, perfumes and 
cosmetics, on the following grounds: 

(1) It is not needed. The application of sound business 


ciples to the government service and expenditures will reduce the expenses 
of the government to a figure well within its normal income.

(2) The amount yielded will be inconsiderable in proportion to the 
trouble and expense entailed in its collection. For the year ending June 
30, 1899, Schedule “B,” embracing proprietary medicines, cosmetics, and 
also chewing gums and bottled wines, yielded a gross revenue of only 
$5,219,737. Of this probably less than $4,000,000 was paid by proprietary 
medicines, or less than 1% percent. of the total receipts from internal 
revenue. This represented the gross receipts without any deduction for the 
cost of collection, which is relatively high. 

(3) It is a special tax on a class already specially taxed under the 
internal revenue laws and under the state laws. Wholesale and retail 
druggists pay the United States liquor dealers’ license, though but few 
retailers sell any liquor save for medicinal or mechanical purposes. Near-

Moreover, 


ly all the liquid medicines, and many of 
have been made with alcohol’ paying a tax of $2.20 a gallon. 
in most states the retail druggist pays an annual registration fee not paid 
by any other dealer. 


(4) Where borne by the manufacturers the tax is excessive, The 
manufacturer receives about 40 percent. less than the nominal retail 
price of his preparations. A tax of 2% percent. on the nominal retail 


price therefore means a tax of over 4 percent. on the gross receipts of 
the manufacturer. This tax must be paid regardless of his profit or 
loss, or whether he makes or loses money, being in this respect worse 
income tax. 

(5) Eighty percent. of the tax falls on the retail dealer, a man with 
an average income of probably $1,200 a year. Experience under the 
1898 proved that about 20 percent. of the manufacturers 
of proprietary medicines paid the tax. The remainder added the amount 
of the tax to their price to the retailer, some adding even more. 

(6) The retailer cannot pass the tax on to the public. The tax 
amounting to but a fraction. of a cent on most of the packages, the re- 
tail dealer cannot add it to his retail price. Competition in this par- 
ticular line is so keen that it is impossible to add a cent to the price 
to make a round figure. Experience under the stamp tax of 18)8 de- 
monstrated this. But even if the retail druggist could pass it on it 
would be paid by the sick, who can least afford to pay any tax. 

(7) An Income of 7 to 18.7 percent. on the Retail Druggist. The 
sales of the average druggist in a country town amount to $5,000 a year. 
He is doing well if he makes $1,000 a year net. About 60 percent. of 
his sales, $3,000, are of proprietary medicines. The manufacturers paid 
the tax on 20 percent. of these, leaving the retailer to pay it on $2,400. 
But he sells these goods at a discount of about 20 percent. from the 
mominal retail price. This means that he would pay the tax on $3,000, 
or $75 a year. This amounts to a tax of 7% percent. on the income of 
the country druggist. The city druggist does a larger volume of business 
on a closer margin of profit. The store in a residence section selling 
$10,000 worth of goods a year probably nets not more than $1,000 a year 
profit. The sales of proprietaries would amount to $6,000, on which the 
retailer would stamp tax, or 15 percent. of his income, 
In the largest of the city stores the net returns do not amount to more 
than 8 percent. of the gross annual sales. In these stores the stamp tax 
would therefore amount to an income tax of 18.7 percent. The stamp tax 
paid by the retail druggists for the fiscal year of 1899 amounted to $80 
a year per capita for every retail druggist in the United States. 

(8) Why impose an income tax on one class only? If an income 
tax is needed, make it general in its application. Do not confine it to 
a class of dealers, mostly with small incomes, already heavily taxed. If 
a stamp tax must be imposed, include all patented and proprietary ar- 
ticles, from locomotives to rat traps. Do not place a special tax on sup- 
plies for the sick, who can least afford to pay a special tax. 

We therefore earnestly protest against the enactment of the Sherley 
bill, H. R. 8,887.

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HE whole subject bids fair to be settled by an amendment 

to the law introduced by Representative Sherley, of Ken- 
tucky, which provides that ‘false and misleading statements re- 
garding therapeutic qualities shall be construed as misbranding 


within the meaning of this act.” The text of the bill is given 


below : 


A BILL 


To amend section eight of the food and drugs act approved June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled. _ That 
that part of section eight of the food and drugs act of June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six, defining what shall be mis- 
branding in the case of drugs, be, and the same is hereby. 
amended by adding thereto a third paragraph to read as follows: 

“If its package or label shall bear any statement, design, or 
device regarding the curative or therapeutic effect of such ar- 
ticle which is false or fraudulent.” 

So that the said part of said section eight shall read as fol- 
lows: 

“Sec. 8. That the term ‘misbranded,’ as used herein, shall 
apply to all drugs or article of food or articles which enter into 
the composition of food, the package or label of which shall bear 
any statement, design, or device regarding such article, or the 
ingredients or substances contained therein which shall be false 
or misleading in any particular, and to any food or drug product 
which is falsely branded as to the state, territory, or country 
in which it is manufactured or produced. 

“That for the purposes of this act an article shall also be 
deemed to be misbranded. In case of drugs: 

“First. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the 
name of another article. 

“Second. If the contents of the package as originally put up 
shall have been removed, in whole or in part, and other con- 
tents shall have been placed in such package, or if the package 
fail to bear a statement on the label of the quantity or proportion 
of any alcohol, morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta 
eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral hydrate, or acetanilid, 
or any derivative or preparation of any such substances con- 
tained therein. 

“Third. If its package or label shall bear any statement, 
design, or device regarding the curative or therapeutic effect 
of such article which is false and fraudulent.”

HERE is some question as to whether this measure will be 
passed at this session of congress, but it seems not im- 
probable that the urgent message from the President may prove 
a considerable factor, and in that case we shall have again a 
strong and effective food and drugs act. In fact, the senate has 


already acted on the suggestion of the President. 


UT in construing this act, if it should be so amended, the 

executive authorities would do well to bear in mind the 
wording of the opinion rendered by Justice Hughes, and not 
undertake-the prosecution of cases against those whose claims 
may be a matter of opinion. There are, unfortunately, an ample 
number of medicines sold under claims notoriously false and 
misleading to keep the department busily engaged for many 
months, or even years, and so long,as the prosecutions are di- 
rected against cases of clearly recognizable fraud, cases in which 
there is no room for differences of opinion, the prosecution will 


receive the undivided support of the community and of the

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courts. It is only when prosecutions are brought in cases 
concerning which there enters a reasonable element of doubt 
that there is any criticism save on the part of the malefactors 
punished. The opinion of Justice Hughes will, we believe, be 
a safe guide both for the protection of the public welfare and 
for the prevention of any unnecessary harassment of business 


interests. 


SPEED THE INTERNATIONAL PHARMACY MOVE- 
MENT. 


“~ REAT interest is now being manifested throughout the 
U pharmaceutical world in the scheme for federating in one 
big body the pharmaceutical associations of the world, the 
foundation for which was laid at the International Congress of 
Pharmacy held in Brussels last September. Plans for the con- 
summation of this noteworthy and laudable object of bringing 
together the representative pharmaceutical organizations of all 
the civilized countries of the globe have already reached so ad- 
vanced a stage that copies of the purposes and rules for the 
federation are now being submitted to the various representa- 
tives who have seats in the International Council for their ap- 


proval. 


HE scheme for federating all the pharmaceutical bodies of 
the world was originated by the Dutch Pharmaceutical 
Society and The Hague is therefore regarded justly as the 
natural, headquarters of the federation. The primary object of 
the federation is stated in the original draft of its purposes and 
rules now being submitted to the various representatives as “the 
promotion of pharmacy, either as profession or as applied 
science, along international channels.” Although there may be 
some pharmacists who feel that the wording of this principal 
object of the federation is not a very good one, it is obvious to 
all that it seeks to promote the interests of pharmacy in an inter- 
national, as distinguished from a national, direction. It will 
probably occur to most pharmacists that this is a proposition 
eminently desirable and most devoutly to be prayed for, but it 
is possible that it will not immediately meet with the hearty 
approval and endorsement of all. 


HE methods by which it is sought to accomplish the objects 
of the federation are stated in the drafted purposes and 
rules as follows: 

1. Collecting data with regard to the execution of pharmacy 
in all countries. 2. By studying the laws regulating the phar- 
maceutical profession. 3. By giving advice and supplying data 
with regard to the laws relating to pharmacy. 4. By organizing 
international pharmaceutical congresses. 5. By filing the papers 
of these international congresses, arranging and working out 
of the subjects treated there and studying fresh subjects for 
treatment. 6. By making arrangements for participation in con- 
gresses of interest to pharmacy and by collaboration with other 
international societies. 7. By promoting uniformity in the for- 
mulation of requirements for education and tuition. 8. By pro- 
tecting the rights of the pharmaceutical profession. 9. By 
fighting the execution of pharmaceutics and the sale of medi- 
cines by unqualified persons. 10. By promoting the prosperity 
of the national pharmaceutical societies. 11. By promoting uni- 
formity in the form of medicines and methods of investigation. 
12. By doing all other things as may be considered conducive 
to the attainment of the object of the federation. 
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eiemanan who have the best interests of their pro- 
fession throughout the world at heart may well consider 
that the methods suggested for the federation, set forth above, 
are more calculated to engage the activities of numerous secre- 
taries of the “card index type” than to benefit immediately the 
international pharmacy which is sought for. It is, however, al- 
ways easy to criticise the suggestions made by others for ac- 
complishing what every one wishes, but, even if one is disposed 
to make fun of some of the methods now suggested, it is scarce- 
ly likely that intelligent pharmacists, who are naturally in sym- 
pathy with the movement in the direction of international phar- 
macy, will deny that, as a central body for organizing interna- 
tional congresses, the federation will serve a useful purpose. 
Undoubtedly, the Sécrétariat général, of 4 Schenkweg, The 
Hague, who has issued the rules and regulations of the federa- 
tion, realizes that they will be subject to criticism which, it is 
to be hoped, he will welcome. These rules and regulations are 
printed in several languages and all pharmacists interested in 
the ultimate success of the Federation of Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciations of the World should obtain copies of them and give the 
subject serious attention, for come it must—the day when phar- 
macists the world over will call each other brother as fellow- 


members of either this or a similar federation. 


ANTISEPTIC VALUE OF TINCTURE OF IODINE. 
ITH the approach of the Fourth of July, it may be 
well to recall to druggists the discoveries made 
by German and French authorities regarding the power- 
ful antiseptic value of the tincture of iodine. It is 
considered to be superior to all other agents to procure 
instantly a germ free wound, better than hydrogen per- 
oxide, mercuric chloride, potassium permanganate, or the pop- 
ular aromatic mixtures. It is not necessary, or even advisable 
to wash an emergency wound, be it stab, gunshot, gunpowder, 
or crushing; the tincture is applied at once with a brush, and 
thickly, going into all cracks and fissures thoroughly. The 
simple solution in alcohol is ‘reaMy better than the official tinc- 
ture with its content of potassium iodide, and much less painful, 
but the ordinary tincture, which is sure to be at hand, answers 
every purpose. Pending the arrival of a surgeon, the druggist 
may easily save a child from tetanus by the*speedy application 
of tincture of iodine. It will probably be found necessary to 
hold the young patient firmly till the application is complete, 
but the pain soon wears off, and the subsequent dressing may 
be of the simplest description. 
MERICAN physicians have also found the tincture of 
value. The New York Medical Journal for June 24 
writes editorially of the work of two Ithaca physicians, Drs. 
Tinker and Prince, in the investigation of different methods of 
disinfecting the skin. They have found that tincture of iodine 
has not the powerfully antiseptic action that recent European 
authors have attributed to it, as it will not destroy the spore 
forming bacteria. - For quick work in emergencies, however, 
the tincture will prove a valuable agent, and, in the absence of 
a surgeon, it should be applied freely to wounds of the -hand 
or foot from crushing, cutting, explosions, etc., and it is not 
necessary to precede the application by the usual washings. 
Tinker and Prince recognize the value of iodine application as 


described, and are disposed to attribute to it an action in in-

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creasing the flow of blood to the wounded part, with an in- 
crease in the number of the blood corpuscles which fight infec- 


tions. 


HE American physicians have used the tincture of the 


United States Pharmacopceia, which is a compound tinc- 
ture containing only 7 percent. of iodine with 5 percent. of 
potassium iodide dissolved in alcohol, the European writers 
have used a simple alcoholic solution of 10 percent. strength. 
The British Pharmacopeeia, like that of the United States, pre- 
scribes potassium iodide as an ingredient, the British preparation 
containing 214 percent. of iodine and the same quantity of the 
potassium salt and water with 90 percent. alcohol as a men- 
struum. The Japanese Pharmacopeeia provides for an alcoholic 
tincture containing 81% percent. of iodine. It was this tincture 
that was used by the Japanese as a first aid dressing for wounds 
as early as in the war with Russia, each soldier being provided 
with a bottle of the tincture. All the other pharmacopceias 
follow the Brussels protocol in recognizing a 10 percent. tincture 
made with 95 percent. alcohol. In some countries special modi- 
fications are also provided, the Spanish Pharmacopceia having, 
besides the 10 percent. alcoholic tincture, a tincture in. which 
potassium iodide is present. The Mexican Pharmacopeeia fol- 
lows the Spanish in this respect, and the Greek Pharmacopeceia 
provides not fewer than six different forms—the simple tinc- 
ture of iodine conforming to the Brussels protocol; the chlo- 
roformic tincture, containing one part of iodine dissolved in 
five of chloroform; the decolorized tincture; the stronger tinc- 


ture; the morphinated tincture; and the oily tincture.

chloroformic tincture of the Greek Pharmacopceia 
the surface is to be exposed, for here, as in the case of the 
benzin solution, which has also been recommended, a severe 
burn would follow if the surface was covered closely before the 
solvent had evaporated.

Carbon tetrachloride would be a better menstruum than ben- 
zin, since it is not inflammable and would have a slight anzs- 
thetic action. Professor Reclus has stated that the tincture 
should be freshly made, as it becomes irritating after standing 
for a week or so through the development of hydriodic acid. 
The tendency is obviated in the U. S. P. tincture by the addi- 
tion of potassium iodide. The presence of the potassium salt 
in the U. S. P. criticised by Mittelbach in 
1907, on the ground that dentists, who use considerable quanti-

and thus available for internal administration. Its presence, 
therefore, in a tincture which is to be used as a disinfectant 
seems at best unnecessary, and is probably positively objection- 
able, as the salt would have an irritating effect on an open 
wound. On the other hand its effect in preventing the tendency 
to the formation of hydriodic acid is an advantage. A com- 
parison of the effect produced on wounds by the different tinc- 


tures would not be without interest. 
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NATIONAL INSURANCE IN ENGLAND. 

HAT with reformers, yellow newspapers and crank citi- 
zens all busily engaged in manufacturing new, interesting 

and annoying restrictions for the drug trade, the American 
pharmacist latterly looks upon himself with a certain degree of 
self commiseration, but he is not alone in having troubles. 
The drug trade of Great Britain has been mightily shaken up 
by the national insurance bill proposed by Mr. Lloyd-George, 
and there have been deputations galore interviewing the Right 
Honorable the Chancellor of the Exchequer, which is the official 
title of the hyphenated gentleman, regarding the effect of the 
measure on the practice of pharmacy. The bill provides, among 
other things, for the supply by government of needed medi- 
cines, but does not prescribe the particular method which shall 
Practically all the 


organized associations in Great Britain have presented memo-

rials, either by mail or through deputations, setting forth the 
dangers inherent to the act unless some specific provision is 
made under which all dispensing shall be done by licensed phar- 
macists; that remuneration shall be by a scale system and not 
on a per capita basis; that pharmacists shall be represented on 
the insurance commission, in which is vested the administration 
of the law, and that a panel of all qualified pharmacists in each 
particular district willing to arrange for the supply of medi- 
cines to insured persons at the scale rate should be set up, so 
that the insured persons could, within the limits of the panel, 


each choose his own pharmacist. 


HE medical practitioners seem to be even more concerned 
than are pharmacists. The measure will practically wipe 
out a third of the income of the medical profession of Great 
Britain, and, what is particularly serious, will bear harder on 
the younger members of the profession who practice in the 
poorer districts than on those well established in practice who 
have many wealthy patients on their visiting lists. The medi- 
cal press of Great Britain is filled with remonstrances, com- 
plaints and threats of reprisal against the government which 
will undertake such a radical change and one which will in- 
volve the, forfeit by practitioners of practices which have had

for their losses.

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Echinacea Angustifolia' 


Its Identity and Pharmacognosy—Condemned by the Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry— 
Large Quantities Used—Anatomical Features of Interest 
BY PROF. HENRY KRAEMER AND MAUD SOLLENBERGER 
Philadelphia 


HE root of Echinacea angustifolia has been used in certain 
proprietary medicines for a number of years. It was not 
until about 1886, however, that the identity of the drug was de- 
termined. From specimens of the entire plant, which were sent 
John Uri Lloyd from Nebraska, by his brother, C. G. Lloyd, he 
was enabled to identify the drug as being derived from Echinacea 
angustifolia, or the “Nigger Head” of the west.’ Apparently 
considerable quantities of the drug are used, and there are a 
number of reports to the effect that it is more or less adul- 
terated. It should be stated that while the drug is largely 
used, the council on pharmacy and chemistry of the American 
Medical Association has investigated the subject and come to 
the conclusion that “Echinacea is deemed unworthy of further 
consideration until more reliable evidence is presented in its 
favor.” However, the plant and drug present a number of in- 
teresting anatomical features, and it was deemed advisable to 
publish the results of this study at this 
time. Authentic specimens of the crude 
drug were secured from Professor Lloyd. 
Living plants of Echinacea angustifolia 
were purchased from Mr. John Hellerman, 
who has be i cultivating the plant in 
Philadelphia, and these plants have been 
growing for some time in the garden of 
the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and 
their identity established. 
There are two species of Echinacea 
which are indigenous to the United States. 
These are known by the botanists under 
the generic names of Brauneria, although 
Hoffmann, in the monograph of the Com- 
posite in Engler and Prantl’s Pflanzen- 
familien, still retains them under the 
genus Rudbeckia. Thus we have the fol- 
lowing botanical synonyms of the species 
that concerns us: 
Rudbeckia pallida Nuttall (1834). 
Echinacea angustifolia DeCandolle 
(1856). 
Brauneria 


(1894). 


pallida (Nuttall) Britton 
Description of the Plant. 

Brauneria pallida is a perennial herb, 
somewhat resembling Brauneria purpurea, 
a plant that is quite extensively cultivated in the gardens, and 
known as the “Cone flower.” The vertical rhizome and root 
of Brauneria pallida is, however, very much larger than those 
of the cone flower. The plant is from three decimeters to one 
meter high, the leaves are usually more or less crowded near 
the base of the stem, and from among them arises a long 
peduncled head of flowers. The leaves are for the most part 
rather narrow and lanceolate, pointed at both the apex and 
hase, and with a very long petiole, the latter frequently being 
as long as the lamina. They are nearly entire, and with three 
prominent parallel veins. The flower heads are made up of 
both tubular and ray florets, the entire cluster being about 
nine (Q) centimeters in diameter. The recepticle is conical 
and solid and subtended by three series of imbricated bracts 
which are lanceolate, spinose, with an acute or acuminate apex, 
and appressed or slightly spreading. On the receptacle are 
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borne numerous purplish tubular flowers, which are about one 
(1) centimeter long and partly enclosed in a somewhat 
woody bract with a narrow attenuated apex, which projects 
several millimeters above the flowers. The tubular flowers 
are perfect, the calyx being short and acute, the corolla tubular 
and the stigmas ellipsoidal. The achenes are obpyramidal and 
with a pappus forming a short dentate crown. The ray flow- 
ers are of a purplish or rose color, narrow elliptical or linear, 
about seven (7) centimeters long, and with two or three acute 
teeth at the apex. The ray flowers appear to be neutral, and, 
in addition to the spatulate corolla, possess a short calyx tube 
with five acute, rather short, serrate teeth. 


Description of Rhizome and Root. 


The crown of the rhizome is simple or branched, resem- 
bling that of other composite. The underground stem, or 
rhizome, attains a length of as much as 
twelve (12) centimeters, and is from ten 
(10) to fifteen (15) millimeters in diame- 
ter. It is slightly annulate, marked by a 
number of V-shaped stem scars and cir- 
cular root scars, but otherwise it is nearly 
smooth and of a somewhat purplish brown 
color. The root is cintinuous with the 
rhizome and extends downward, producing 
a number of irregular branches. 

The commercial drug may be de- 
scribed as follows: Nearly entire, cylin- 
drical, very slightly tapering, ten (10) to 
twenty (20) centimeters long, four (4) 
to eight (8) millimeters in diameter; ex- 
ternally, grayish brown, light brown or 
purplish brown, slightly annulate in the 
upper portion, with occasional V-shaped 
stem scars, somewhat wrinkled _longi- 
tudinally, or furrowed and sometimes 
slightly $pirally twisted; fracture short, 
fibrous; internally, bark less than one (1) 
millimeter in thickness, wood thick and 
composed of alternate light yellowish and 
black wedges; the rhizome with a circular 
pith; odor faint, aromatic; taste, sweet- 
ish, followed by an acrid and tingling 
sensation resembling that of aconite, but 
lacking the persistency and numbing qualities of the latter. 


Microscopical Structure. 


The outer portion of the rhizome and root consist of two to 
four layers of more or less tubular cork cells, with somewhat 
thickened yellowish suberized walls, the cells being frequently 
filled with more or less spherical globules of a substance 
which may become changed to a granular form. Beneath these 
outer layers of cork occur six to eight rows of tangentially 
elongated cells with more or less thickened walls, which are 
usually rich in cytoplasm, and in which is frequently found a 
distinct nucleus. In among these cells also occur some inter- 
cellular (schizogenous) oil and resin cavities or reservoirs. 
Beneath this second layer occur from twelve to twenty rows of 
parenchyma cells of varying shape, among which are large in- 
tercellular oil reservoirs and numerous small stone cells. 
These stone cells are usually more or less elongated, and fre- 
quently ten to twenty times as long as they are wide. They 
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are of considerable interest by reason of the fact that in the 
intercellular spaces, and in’ some of the adjoining cells, occur 
blackish, carbonlike, resinous masses which will be referred to 
in some detail later. In the rhizome there is also included in 
this layer somewhat irregular tangentially elongated groups of 
bast fibres, which give a strong reaction for lignin with phlo- 
roglucin. The walls of these fibres are not only lignified, but 
are frequently very thick and almost transparent, very finely 


laminated, and marked with a few simple pores, which are more 
apparent when any of the ordinary reagents are employed. 
The leptome, or sieve, extends in rays of varying width 
from the cambium to the outer bark, being bounded in the case 
In between these radial 
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of the rhizome by the bast fibres. 
rows of sieve the tis- 
sue for the most part is 
parenchymatic and _ contains 
considerable inulin, and the 
cells are interspersed with 
groups of from one to three 
of the characteristic stone 
cells already referred to, the 
groups being somewhat cir- 
cularly disposed. The cam- 
bium zone is distinct, consist- 
ing of several rows of thin 
walled cells. The xylem oc- 
curs in rays,made up of small 
interrupted groups of trachea 
which are separated by wood 
parenchyma. The trachea are 
from eight to ten times as 
long as they are wide, the 
walls for the most part being 
marked with simple _ slitlike 
pores, although annular and 
reticulate markings also occur. 
In between the xylem rays oc- 
cur broad wedges, consisting 
of from ten to twenty radial 
rows of parenchyma cells, that 
are not of the type of medul- 
lary rays. Scattered among 
these cells are intercellular oil 
and resin reservoirs and more 
or less elongated stone cells 
similar to those already re- 
ferred to. In the xylem rays 
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present, as well as latex tubes. and 
Engler and Prantl, p. 351.) 

The oleoresinous canals or reservoirs found in Brauneria 
pallida are of the general type occurring in the Tubuliflore. 
They are quite numerous, and in some instances quite large. 
and are found in both the wood and the bark. The contents 
are of a light yellowish, amberlike color and of an oily or 
resinous consistence. There appears to be no relationship be- 
tween the substance found in these oleoresinous canals and the 
black substance present in most of the intercellular areas 
around the stone cells. This latter substance is of a nearly 
uniform black color, insoluble in both sulphuric and nitric acids 
and the ordinary solvents, such as alcohol, acetone and petro- 
leum ether, etc. In longi- 
tudinal section, or upon treat- 
ing the drug with Schulze’s 
macerating fluid, it is found 
that this substance forms a 
somewhat coarse network, the 
material from a number of 
intercellular areas being more 
or less connected, the network 
resembling septate latex tis- 
sue. Beyond this appearance 
there is no resemblance be- 
tween the network of black 
intercellular substance and 
true laticiferous tissue. In 
some of the parenchyma cells 
of both the bark and the wood 
there may occur a black sub- 
stance resembling this inter- 
cellular substance, which 
would seem to be in the na- 
ture of an excretion from 
some of these cells. 

Some time ago Moser 
published an article on Echi- 
nacea and a Spurious Root, 
that Appeared in the Fall of 
1909 (A. J. Ph., 1910, p. 224). 
As he did not have an oppor- 
tunity of studying authentic 
material, or that derived from 
plants which were identified, 
his statements and description 
will need to be modified in

Intercellular Substance. 

The composite are usually divided for certain anatomical 
reasons, as well as for morphological differences, into two 
principal groups. In the one, viz., the Tubuliflore, occur oils 
and resins, either in intercellular canals or secretory cavities. 
In the other, namely, the Liguliflore, the oils and resins are 
replaced by laticiferous tubes or vessels. In only one genus 
(Gundelia) of the Tubuliflore are laticiferous tubes present, 
and while the root of this plant apparently contains resin 
canals, these are wanting in the leaves and stems. Again, in 
only one genus (Scolymus) of the Liguliflorza, are oil canals

Brauneria pallida collected in

him. Of course it is quite likely that other species of Rud- 
beckia or Brauneria may have some of the fundamental char- 
acteristics of Brauneria pallida, the root of which, together with 
the underground stem or rhizome, is the source of the drug 
known as Echinacea. 


A New Vegetable Pigment.—The leaves of the thujaceen 
and various ‘other conifera suffer in the winter time a discol- 
oration, particularly affecting those parts which are toward the 
sun, becoming brownish or reddish in color.

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Ghe Future of Biologic Products 
and Gheir Relation to 
Pharmacy' 


By W. A. Pearson,

ECAUSE of the many therapeutic discoveries that are being 

made no one can accurately determine the ultimate de- 
velopment and importance of any system of medication. Any 
opinion that may be expressed 
must be based wholly upon past 
development and present uses. 

Vaccine for Smallpox.—Over 
one hundred years of use and 
development have proved con- 
clusively the debt we owe to this 
product. Before its introduc- 
tion so great were the ravages 
of smallpox that in some coun- 
tries scarcely one-third the en- 
tire population reached maturity, 
and it was the custom to inten- 
tionally expose young children 
to the disease, so that if they 
should die they would save the 
expense of raising and if they 
should live they would be im- 
mune to the terrible disease. 
Three hundred years ago every 
fifth person who walked the 
streets of London had a pockmarked face. Now a report from 
its use in the Philippines reads: 
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During the Spanish regime it was necessary each year, during the dry 
season, to erect in Manila a large temporary hospital to which the many 
hundred victims of smalipox could be taken. The great majority of them 
died. During the past five years not one person has died in Manila from 
smallpox who had been successfully vaccinated during the five previous 
vears; nor has anyone died of smallpox in Manila since June, 1909. In 
1907, systematic vaccination was completed in the six provinces near 
Manila. These provinces have a population of, smareceatie, one million, 
and from time immemorial until a few years ago the annual mortality 
from smallpox was at least six thousand. Since 1907, not one person 
has died of smallpox who had been successfully vaccinated, and only a 
few cases have occurred. In these cases not a death occurred among vac- 
cinated persons. This has been the experience in other provinces through- 
out the islands since the American occupation, and only in instances in 
which vaccination has been relaxed have cases of smallpox occurred, and 
then almost entirely among unvaccinated infants or among immigrants. 


It is true that some decided improvements have been made 
in propagation of this product, but to this day the specific cause 
of smallpox has not been discovered nor can the virus be 
grown on artificial media. I expect that the specific cause will 
be discovered and the problem of cultivation of the attenuated 
organism on artificial media will be accomplished during the 
next few years, although I appreciate the difficulties, because I 
was one of three to work for one year on the same problem. 

Diphtheria Antitoxin—With the general introduction of 
diphtheria antitoxin, over fifteen years ago, the pharmacist was 
supplied with a biological product which has revolutionized the 
treatment of diphtheria. Considerable improvement has been 
made in this product since its introduction. Its potency has 
been increased by improved methods and by separation of the 
antitoxic globulins, and its preparation made consistent with 
the highest type of bacteriological, physiological and chemical 
manipulation. No considerable therapeutic improvement in this 
product is probable, because when it is intelligently used at the 
proper time little more can be desired in respect to efficiency 
and there is no reason why its potency should be further in- 
creased. The product can now be marketed in still greater 
potency, but there are two disadvantages in doing so, first, an 
increased cost, second, a lack of increased efficiency. Antitoxin 
will continue to be the rational remedy for diphtheria, and the 
pharmacist may expect to handle this product for years. 

Tetanus -Antitoxin—This product is practically as efficient

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for tetanus if given at once as diphtheria antitoxin is for diph- 
theria. Unfortunately when symptoms of tetanus develop the 
antitoxin treatment is usually given late, and is of no value 
even when given in heroic doses. This difficulty probably will 
never be overcome by improvement in its manufacture. Tetanus 
antitoxin has demonstrated its value as a prophylactic, and its 
use for this purpose will increase. It is doubtful if a success- 
ful vaccine will ever be made for tetanus, and unless some 
other kind of remedial agent of greater efficiency is discovered 
tetanus antitoxin may be expected to be used to its present lim- 
ited extent. 

Virus for Rabies—This product will probably come into 
more general use as a prophylactic than at present, because it 
is no longer necessary for the patient to make an expensive 
journey to the city to take the treatment. The virus is now 
shipped to any locality and may be used by the general prac- 
titioner, and the patient need not lose any time from his work. 
The records need only to be consulted to prove the merits of 
this product. 

Bacterial Vaccines.—These products are certain to come into 
extended use during the next ten years. The results that are

now being obtained by their use justifies the assertion. 
not to be expected that new products of this character are to 


be ideal when first introduced. Comparatively little is known 
of their precise chemical composition and their action in the 
human body. While it is difficult to tell how generally bacterial 
vaccines will eventually be used, it is safe to predict that their 
use will increase to large proportions. A few of the most suc- 
cessful may be briefly considered. 

Typhoid Vaccine has been given a thorough trial, and the 
highest therapeutic expectations have been realized. 

Fletcher (Journal of American Medical Association) says: 
“In view of the marked interest taken by civilians in the neigh- 
borhood of Fort D. A. Russell, it is safe to prophesy that the 
time is not far off when general practitioners will be confronted 
with the problem of wholesale vaccination against typhoid in 
schools, etc.” 

While the vaccination on a large scale would appear a stu- 
pendous task, yet 4,000 doses were given without the production 
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of a single local infection by two officers working at the rate 
of five doses per minute. 

Tuberculin in some of its numerous forms has undoubted 
value, especially as a diagnostic agent. It is probable that some 
more efficient tuberculin may be produced for therapeutic uses, 
although the alleviation of tuberculosis may be solved by some 
such synthetic remedy as has been used with so much success 
in syphilis. 

The Storage and Care of Biological Products—lIn a very brief 
way I have given my idea upon the future of biological prod- 
ucts, and believe that time will demonstrate that my prophecies 
are generally correct. The relation of biological products to the 
pharmacist will depend largely. upon himself. If every pharma- 
cist will provide a suitable place to keep these delicate prod- 
ucts he may expect his store to be headquarters for the dis- 
tribution of biological products; if he does not they will be ob- 
tained from the larger establishments, who do keep them un- 
der suitable conditions. 

In my opinion there is no excuse for retail pharmacists not 
keeping biological products in a cool place. Just where this 
place will be will be determined largely by conditions. Ifthere is 
a soda fountain in the store a small closet may be arranged un- 
der the fountain for storage of biological products. A small 
place in the family icebox might be reserved or a box under the 
water cooler may be arranged. One physician of my acquaint- 
ance keeps a little wooden box containing vaccine tubes under 
his icebox al] summer. A druggist of my acquaintance keeps 
his antitoxin on the regular stock shelf and has been even neg- 
ligent in returning old packages for a fresh supply. If this is 
a general condition, is there any reason why a physician should 
buy his supply of biological products from the pharmacist? How 
many of you keep biological products below a temperature of 
50° F? It has been shown that diphtheria antitoxin loses about 
20 percent. of its potency in one year at room temperature, 10 


percent. at 60° F., and 6 percent. at 35°F. 
Another point in this connection that I cannot help mention- 
ing is the erroneous idea that biological products can be cheap- 


ly prepared. Pharmacists stand united in condemning inferior 
vegetable drugs and preparations of them. Biological products 
are pre-eminently the highest type of pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, and what is true of the dangers of inferior vegetable 
drugs and their preparations is very much more true of bio- 
logical products. 

Extensive equipment, immaculate surroundings, expert su- 
pervision, scientific research, repeated tests, and infinite care 
are demanded where these products are made. Close investiga- 
tion wil] show that the prices that are charged are not ex- 
orbitant. 

As a final word, I would like to impress upon you the in- 
creasing importance of biological products and, therefore, ad- 
vise retail pharmacists for their own good to keep these val- 
uable and delicate products under suitable conditions. 


Artificial Cheese.—There is described in the Journal 
Suisse de Pharmicie (September, 1910, through Annales des 
Falsifications, February, 1911) a cheese manufactured from milk 
which has the cream removed and replaced by oleomargarine. 
This cheese is usually sold as Parmesan cheese. It may be 
differentiated from true cheese by mixing 180 Gm. of the 
grated product with 50 Gm. of finely granulated. calcium 
chloride and extracting this mixture with 200 Cc. of ether. 
This is evaporated on a water bath, and leaves the fat to be 
examined. The index of refraction is generally higher than 
that of butter. A cheese, the fat of which has an index above 
45, should be considered with suspicion. The most satisfactory 
differentiation is found in the index of Reichert-Meissl, con- 
sidering the great difference in the amount of volatile acids 
contained in butter and such fats as margarine or tallow. The 
index of saponification is also a useful differential point. 
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THE HOT PLATE HANDY IN THE DRUG STORE.! 
By Pror. JosepH L. Mayer, Puar. D., 
Brooklyn. 

T is remarkable that, in connection with all the exhibitions 

and demonstrations of handy drug store apparatus, mention 
is never made of the hot plate. The hot plate is simply a flat 
sheet of iron which is supported either by a metal tripod, or, if 
purchased, the best form is that with removable legs. To avoid 
rusting of glassware, it is well to place a sheet of very thin 
asbestos paper on top of the iron. Of course the heat is an 
ordinary bunsen burner-or any other convenient means. 

Among other advantages offered by the hot plate are the 
fact that by moving the material being heated, either nearer or 
further away from that portion of the plate where the flame 
impinges, varying temperatures may be obtained. 

In determining sugar volumetrically, using potassium ferro- 
cyanide in the solution as an indicator, the process is easily car- 
ried out by placing the beaker containing the Fehling solution, 
etc. on the hot plate, and heating until the liquid boils; and 
after each addition of sugar solution putting the beaker back 
on the plate at a point which is just beyond the zone where 
the solution boils. In this manner very accurate results may 
be obtained. 

The hot plate is also an invaluable aid in drying glassware. 
An attempt to call attention to the innumerable uses for the 
hot place would consume too much time. Suffice it to say that 
its use presents so many advantages over the method of using 
a wire gauze that the wonder is how so many pharmacists do 
without it. 


Apparatus for Sterilizing and Filling Ampuls. 


An apparatus for sterilizing and filling ampuls is described 
in a recent issue of the Apotheker Zeitung (1911, No. 39). It 
consists of a flask (a), covered by a heavy glass plate ({), and 
fitted with a funnel (b) and a metal clasp (e). The clean 
ampuls are placed in the flask 
(a), the globe (c) is packed with 
gauze, the funnel (b) is put in 
place, and the flask sealed. It is 
then sterilized by thirty minutes’ 
exposure in a drying oven at 150 
degrees. After it is cool the 
sterile fluid, with which the am- 
puls are to be filled, is poured in 
through the funnel (b). It will 
be noticed that the funnel reaches 
almost to the bottom of the flask, 
so that the ampuls are not soiled. 
The top is then fastened on and 
the globe (c) is cennected with 
an air pump, and the air is ex- 
hausted from the flask and the 
ampuls. After the air ceases to 
bubble up. through the fluid from 
the ampuls, which usually occurs 
in about ten minutes, the globe 
(c) is disconnected and the am- 
puls fil] themselves. The flask is 
then opened, the funnel is removed, and the ampuls are taken 
out, dried off and sealed. 

The apparatus may also be used for cleansing ampuls. They 
are placed in the flask and acidulated water is added through 
the funnel. The ampuls are filled with this water in the man- 
ner previously described. The air is then exhausted a second 
time, and the ampuls automatically empty themselves. This 
process may be repeated as many times as may be necessary. 
The apparatus is made by the firm of Dr. Hermann Rohrbeck, 
of Berlin, who own the German patent.

WHAT THE PENNSYLVANIA ASSOCIATION MEANS FORTHE MAINE PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION AND ITS 


THE PHARMACIST OF THE STATE.

INCE its origin in 1878 the history of the Pennsylvania 
Pharmaceutical Association has been synonymous with the 
history of pharmaceutical progress in this state. 

No important legislative enactment affecting the welfare of 
the pharmacist has ever been passed in the state that did not 
originate or receive most of its’support from the members of 
the association primarily. For many years the work was car- 
ried on with a membership of slightly over 300, a small fraction 
only of the number of pharmacists in the state; but in 1905, and 
again during the present year, large and substantial gains in 
membership have been made, so that the proportion of pharma- 
cists affiliated with the association compares fa- 
vorably with that found in other large states. 

Apart from the successful work of initiating 
legislation has been the equally successful, but 
not always appreciated, work of suppressing 
vicious legislation proposed in all sincerity and 
good faith in many instances, by persons unfa- 
miliar with conditions and requirements.

The report of the committee on trade interests, 
the report of the committee on adulterations, 
and the long list of papers and discussions 
which they evoke make the printed proceedings 
of the association of great value to the indi-

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SERVICES TO THE PHARMACIST.

HE Maine Pharmaceutical Association, being one of the 
oldest state pharmaceutical associations, we shall in a few 
years celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of its foundation and this 
may be one reason why so much interest is taken by pharmacists 
in general in our association work. Another reason is the 
untiring efforts of our very worthy secretary. 

The older members keep up their interest. At our last an- 
nual meeting three of the original charter members of the as- 
sociation were present, that meeting being the forty-third. The 
younger members are full of interest as a rule, and never shirk 
work and responsibility. It would be much easier to mention 
what the state association has not done for phar- 
macy in Maine than to mention what it has been 
instrumental in doing. 

Through the efforts of the association we se- 
cured one of the earliest laws regulating phar- 
macy, and as conditions changed the law has 
been amended to meet the new conditions. 

Our association maintains a legislative com- 
mittee at each session of the legislature, not so 
much to have laws enacted, as to oppose obnox- 
ious bills, which are always being brought for- 
ward, from becoming laws. We have been very 
successful in thfS line of work, and the pharma- 
cists in Maine have no cause to complain of 
hardships on account of too stringent or unjust 
laws regulating the practice of their profession. 

The executive committee of the association 
has power to act on all matters which may come 
up between the dates of the annual meetings, so 
in case of a question arising, as is frequently the 
case, the committee get together and act immediately. The 
actions taken have always been endorsed by the pharmacists in 
general throughout the state. 

We make our annual meetings as attractive as possible, not 
only from the outing point, but we always plan some educa- 
tional feature. Maine is particularly well favored with attrac- 
tive points where we may hold our meetings. We alternate 
from the sea coast to an inland lake. 

This year the annual meeting will be held, June 28, 29 and 
30, at Kineo, which is a most delightful place. The Creator 
gave everything to Kineo, and man has erected there the finest 
and largest hotel located at any inland lake in the country. 

This spot is a place which must be seriously considered by 
the American Pharmaceutical Association for its annual meet- 
ing, cities all being so very much alike. 

Our guest and lecturer will be Prof. J. P. Remington, and 
the subject of his address will be the New Pharmacopceia. This 
is in line with our educational plan. A few years ago, at the 
same place of meeting, we were honored and pleased with the 
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presence of Professor Rusby, who delivered a most entertain- 
ing and instructive lecture. Last year at Castine, a sea coast 
resort, we were pleased and highly instructed by Prof. Virgil 
Coblentz. Others have favored us by their presence and in- 
structive remarks, and this feature is looked forward to by the 
members with fully as much interest as any part of the meeting. 

The committee on entertainment always supplies a full 
measure. <A point here I wil] mention which has worked out 
well, and may be a good suggestion for other associations. 

Before the entertainment committee fully decide as to the 
entertainment to be provided, the chairman learns from _ the 
treasurer of the association the amount of cash on hand. The 
committee is allowed to use for entertainment any balance 
over $500; the asscciation feeling that a balance of this amount 
is sufficient to guarantee all bills, also feeling that any balance 
over this amount belongs to the present members to receive 
pleasure and what further benetit be derived from its 
use. The entertainment committee has each year irom 
$300 to $500 to work with. 

Not all registered pharmacists are members of the state as- 
sociation, but a large percentage of the live ones are, and we 
hope to announce at our fiftieth anniversary that the associa- 
tion includes in its membership every registered pharmacist in

Mercury and Nitric Acid Explode When Mixed. 


Harold Parmelee, a clerk in Woodward’s drug store, Mid- 
dletown, Conn., met with a serious accident on June 14, caused 
by the explosion of nitrate of mercury. He was engaged in 
compounding a mixture of quicksilver and nitric acid which a 
purchaser ordered, stating it was for use as a horse liniment. 
Parmelee evidently forgot for the moment that the compound 
of quicksilver and nitric acid was highly explosive, and he had 
hardly gone to the prescription counter when the explosion oc- 
curred. He was taken to the Middletown Hospital, where the 
physicians used every effort to save his sight and to relieve his 
injuries, which were serious. 


Poisonous Principle of Insect Flowers. 


Reeb (J. Pharm. Als. Lorr., 12,267, through Pharm. Jour.) 
reverts to the investigation of insect flowers, which he first un- 
dertook in 1880 in conjunction with Schlagenhauffen. He con- 
firms the original statement that the toxic substance is an acid, 
which they named pyrethrotoxic. To obtain this acid in a 
free state, Dalmatian insect powder is extracted by percolation 
with petroleum ether. By treating the soft extract left on dis- 
tilling off the solvent, with a smal] quantity of alcohol at 60° C., 
a white powder, melting point 125° C., is separated. This is the 
magnesium compound of a resin which is named pyrethresin. 
The resin has an acid reaction. After removing this pyreth- 
resin, the residue is an oily mass containing an amorphous 
sugar. The latter is removed by treatment with water. The 
residual oily substance is partly soluble in 3 percent. potassium 
hydroxide solution. On treating this alkaline solution with tar- 
taric acid, and shaking out with ether, that solvent, on evapora- 
tion, leaves a honeylike mass of pyrethrotoxic acid. Instead of 
treating the origina] petroleum ether residue with alcohol, it 
may be extracted with a 60 percent. solution of chloral hydrate, 
and the solution thus obtained shaken out with petroleum ether. 
The pyrethrotoxic acid thus obtained is intensely toxic to in- 
sects. The amount equivalent to 2-5 Gm. of insect powder is 
fatal to frogs when administered hypodermically, acting not as 
a heart poison, but as a paralyzant of the nervous centres.

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Carrying One’s Own Drug Shop.

The Jefimoff Urine Reactions in Tuberculosis. 


J. Jefimoff has recently described (Wratschebnaja Gazeta, 
1910, No. 51, through Pharm. Zentralhalle, 1911, No. 20) two 
urinary tests which are said to be an aid in the diagnosis of 
tuberculosis. The first consists simply in taking the reaction 
of the boiling urine with litmus paper. He states that ordi- 
narily the urine of patients suffering from active tuberculosis 
is amphoteric under these circumstances and is strongly acid 
only in the case of those who are extremely ill. The second 
test is carried out as follows: To the freshly passed urine is 
added a little 20 percent. lead acetate solution. This is twice 
filtered and a small amount of the filtrate is heated to boiling 
While it is still hot there is added drop by drop a from 10 to 20 
percent. alcoholic solution of silver nitrate. After five, ten, or 
more drops have been added, the urine of patients in the first 
or second stage of the disease will assume a brick red color, 
sometimes having a violet tinge, while the urine of patients in 
the third stage becomes a dark red, occasionally « cherry red. 
Jefimoff states that these reactions never occur in the urine of 
healthy individuals or patients suffering from disease other 
than tuberculosis. 
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Law and the Druggist

THE NEW YORK PHARMACY LAW. 


AVING given a summary of the various acts affecting 
the practice of pharmacy in the state of New York, to- 
gether with the general provisions applicable to actions for pen- 
alties, attention is called to some of the provisions of the New 
York Pharmacy Law, Chapter 422 of the laws of Ig1o. 


DEFINITIONS, 


Proprietary Medicines—What is and what is not a proprie- 
tary medicine is not always easy to determine, although a pat- 
ented medicine would seem to be a proprietary medicine under 
all circumstances. There are others, however, which are pro- 
tected by trade mark, copyright or registration of label. In 
holding Henry’s Calcined Magnesia to be a proprietary prepara- 
tion the court states: “It is recommended to the public as a 
proprietary medicine .. . proprietor being defined, ‘one who has 
the legal right or exclusive title to anything whether in pos- 
session or not.’ ... It is quite plain, we think, that Thomas 
and William Henry recommended their calcined magnesia as a 
medicine in which they had a proprietary right. ... They pre- 
pared it and put it up in glass bottles, in each of which was 
blown the words ‘Henry’s Calcined Magnesia. Over one end 
of each bottle was pasted and engraved a revenue stamp with 
their name on it. ‘They called it their calcined magnesia. They 
recommended the article as of superior quality because of the 
improvements which they had made in its manufacture. That 
while calcined magnesia was a well known medicinal prepara- 
tion and that a formula for its preparation was contained in the 
dispensatories, it did not appear that Henry’s preparation was 
made according to that formula; that it was universally known 
by the name of Henry’s Calcined Magnesia, had a character of 
its own, and that it had been prepared by the same family 
at Manchester for one hundred years. We cannot doubt that 
this was an article recommended to the public as a proprietary 
medicine within the statute. It may fall within that class with- 
out being prepared according to some private formula or secret 
art as a remedy for disease.” (Ferguson v. Arthur, 117 U. S., 
487.) 

In declaring Arp’s Pepsin Bitters to be a proprietary medi- 
cine the court states that the “goods are prepared under the 
direction and supervision of a chemist. They are protected by 
a trade mark, and are recommended for use as a tonic. I do 
not intend to be understood as holding that all goods protected 
by a trade mark come for that reason alone within the descrip- 
tion of a proprietary preparation, but only that these goods, by 
reason of the care bestowed upon their preparation, the direc- 
tion for their use, and the special use for which they are in- 
tended, are brought within the fair commercial meaning of these 
words (proprietary medicine).” (Grontner v. Seeberger, 41 
Federal Reports, 32.) 

Definitions of “Manufacture” are to be found 92 N. Y., 487: 
“Article” 37, Federal Reporter, 197; “Original Package,” 135 
U. S., 100, 43 Federal Rep., 228. 

Appointment of State Board of Pharmacy.—The present act 
provides that the board, consisting of nine members, shall be ap- 
pointed by the regents of the state of New York. The mem- 
bers of the state board of pharmacy are not specifically provided 
for by the state constitution. After providing for specified of- 
ficers the constitution reads: “All other officers whose election 
or appointment is not provided for by this constitution and all 
officers whose offices may hereafter be created by law, shall be 
elected by the people or appointed as the legislature may di- 
rect.” The present method of appointment, as well as the pre- 
vious method of appointment (selection of members of the board 


of pharmacy by the registered pharmacist of the state) is valid. 
The method of appointment is unique; nevertheless, our high- 
est courts have upheld similar appointments. 

Sturgis v. Spofford, 45 N. Y., 445, was an action brought by 
plaintiffs as commissioners of pilots, to recover penalties under 
Chapter 467 of the laws of 1853. The act provided that three 
of the commissioners should be elected by the members of the 
chamber of commerce, and the other two by the presidents and 
vice-presidents of the marine insurance companies of the city 
of New York represented in the board of underwriters of said 
city. The constitutionality of the act creating the board was 
attacked and the court at page 449 states “the provisions of the 
constitution bearing upon this subject are contained in section 
2 of article 10... Although the word ‘election’ is used in 
the statute it cannot be supposed that the legislature intended it 
in any such sense as that word is used in the constitution or as 
the result of a choice by the ordinary mode of voting by the 
people. The mode prescribed by the statute for selecting these 
officers is, in legal effect, an appointment, and comes within the 
meaning of that word as used in the constitution, and the mis- 
nomer of the legislature cannot change the real character of 
the act provided for... . 

“Commissioners of pilots are officers whose offices were cre- 
ated by the legislature since the adoption of the constitution, and 
by the language of the section they must be either elected by 
the people or appointed, as the legislature may direct. It is in- 
sisted that the power of appointment can only be conferred upon 
some body or officer representing or responsible to the people. 
The language of the constitution does not justify this position. 
The power is not restricted.” 

Powers of the Board. 


Conferring Power to Legislate—Ex- 
cept as indicated by the constitution of the state, the legisla- 


ture cannot delegate its powers. It cannot confer power to 
legislate. The constitution provides for a board of supervisors 
in each country and in cities which include an entire county or 
two or more entire counties, the powers and duties of the board 
of supervisors may be devolved upon the board of aldermen or 
other legislative body of the city. It further directs the legis- 
lature to confer upon the boards of supervisors powers of local 
legislation. The censtitution also directs the legislature to pro- 
vide for the organization of cities and incorporated villages. 

I take it, therefore, that the legislature may delegate power 
to legislate to boards of supervisors and boards of aldermen in 
cities including one or more entire counties. Of course legisla- 
tive functions must be distinguished from administrative func- 
tions. The legislature may pass general legislation on a sub- 
ject and direct or empower a subordinate governmental agency 
to administer the law and to make rules and regulations to en- 
force the act of the legislature, but the courts will scrutinize 
very carefully such rules and regulations to ascertain whether 
they are an appropriation of the powers of the legislature. 

Where the legislature in the exercise of the police power 
enacts a law the reasonableness of the thing enjoined or pro- 
hibited is not an open question, because the supreme legislative 
power has determined it. But where the legislature invests a 
subordinate board with the power to legislate the reasonable- 
ness of the determination of the subordinate board is open to a 
test by the party affected. (Tenement House Department v. 
Moeschen, 89 A. D., 536. Fire Department v. Gilmour, 149 
N. Y., 458.) 

I think the language quoted above is somewhat misleading. 
In neither case has the legislature delegated its power to legis- 
late. In Tenement House v. Moeschen the court had under 
consideration the administration of the tenement house law, 
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the same being enacted by the legislature, and in the Gilmour 
case the legislature had empowered and directed the board of 
fire commissioners in the city of New York to enter buildings 
or premises, etc., and upon finding them unsafe or dangerous on 
account of the storage of combustibles to notify the owner or 
occupant to remove the combustibles or to make the premises 
safe. It also gave the commissioners powers to investigate and 
determine when a violation is committed and to make orders 
and compel compliance therewith. The rule, then, may be stated 
to be that the legislature cannot delegate its power to legislate 
except to boards of supervisors and boards of aldermen in cities 
of the first class; that it can confer administrative powers on 
subordinate branches of the government; that where the legis- 
lature in the exercise of the police power enacts a law the rea- 
sonableness of the thing enjoined or prohibited is not an open 
question. But where the legislature invests a board of super- 
visors or board of aldermen with power to make laws or a 
subordinate branch of the government to make rules and regu- 
lations for carrying out the acts of the legislature the reason- 
ableness of such laws, ordinances and rules is open to a test 
by the party affected. 

I take it, therefore, that the board of pharmacy may add to 
the poison schedule or make rules and regulations for carrying 
out the act where the legislature is not specific on the subject. 
The board, of course, cannot create an offense not contemplated 
by the act, nor can it make a rule in conflict with the act; and 
the reasonableness of its rules is an open question for the courts 
to decide. 

Licenses—It is unlawful for an unlicensed person to com- 
pound prescriptions or to cell medicines or poisons excepting 
under the supervision of a licensed pharmacist. Section 235 
permits, licensed apprentices to prepare, sell and furnish pre- 
scriptions and medicines under the personal supervision of a 
licensed pharmacist, but as the act does not prohibit other un- 
licensed persons from doing the things which it permits an ap- 


prentice to do, it would seem that the licensed apprentice has no 
more authority to sell drugs and medicines than any other un- 
Our courts have repeatedly upheld statutes 
prohibiting unlicensed persons from selling medicines and poi- 
except in the presence of and under the personal super- 


licensed pharmacist. 


sons, 
vision of a licensed pharmacist. (State Board of Pharmacy v. 
Matthews, 107 N. Y., 353; People v. Rontey, 4 N. Y., Supp.; 
People v. Abraham, 16 A. D., page 60.) And, in fact, our courts 
have gone so far as to hold that it is no excuse for an unregis- 
tered pharmacist to practice, that there is no board in existence 
to give him his certificate or license. His duty in such case is 
to apply to the proper authority to appoint the proper board of 
pharmacy that he may get from it the necessary qualifications to 
carry on his business. (People v. Rontey, 4 N. Y., Supp.) 

Once a person is licensed to practice pharmacy he continues 
to enjoy the rights granted by his license as long as he lives. 
He cannot be compelled to undergo additional examination, nor 
can his license be forfeited excepting for some misconduct. The 
practice of the profession may be regulated, but the right, once 
granted, cannot be destroyed except for misconduct. 

“I do not doubt that the legislature, under its inalienable right, 
might, notwithstanding those licenses, have passed laws which 
should regulate the sale of liquors under them, but I have no 
hesitancy in saying that under pretense of regulation a law can- 
not be sustained which, like the present, has the effect to render 
a previous grant void. This is not regulation; it is destruc- 
tion.” (Holt v. Schults, 31 Howard’s Practice. 334.) 

A pharmacist suing a patient for prescriptions must allege 
and prove that the medicines were compounded and dispensed 
under the personal supervision of a licensed pharmacist before 
he can recover. 

The Responsibility of “Proprietor—The responsibility of the 
proprietor for the act of an employee is as stated heretofore; a 
principal is liable for the acts of his agent. I think, however, 
that where a penal statute specifies under what circumstances 
a proprietor is responsible for the acts of his employees, that 
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the general rule does not apply. Section 235 of the pharmacy 
law provides that the proprietor shall be liable for violations of 
this article (meaning article 11 of the public health law, phar- 
macy) by his apprentices or his unlicensed employees. Section 
240 provides for the individual liability of partners and the lia- 
bility of corporations and associations for the acts of its agents 
It would seem, therefore, that in a criminal proceeding an indi- 
vidual proprietor is not responsible for violations of the phar- 
macy law by a licensed clerk. 

Cumulative Penalties—Whether more than one penalty can 
be recovered in a single action under the present pharmacy law 
has not been determined by the courts. The present statute 
provides for the recovery of a penalty of fifty ($50) dollars for 
every such violation. The same language was used in the phar- 
macy act of 1893 and was construed in Suffolk County v. Shaw, 
21 A. D., 126, to authorize the ‘recovery of cumulative penalties. 

The recovery of cumulative penalties has also been upheld 
under the agricultural law. (People v. Spencer, 201 N. Y., 105.) 

The Court of Appeals in previous actions has held that 
cumulative recoveries will not be permitted by the courts in the 
absence of such a definite statement by the legislature as to 
leave its intention in that respect unmistakable. 

In Griffin v. Interurban, 179 N. Y., 438, it was held that every 
is not always necessarily the synonym of each, and that the 
statute did not authorize the recovery of cumulative penalties. 
The agricultural law provides a penalty for each violation. 

The fact that the decisions relative to cumulative penalties are 
not the same is not due alone to the wording of the statutes. 
Courts are human. 

In the penalty actions for refusal of transfer some litigants 
made a business of riding around all day taking evidence of 
each refusal of a transfer and accumulating penalties at the rate 
of two thousand to three thousand dollars per day—nothing to 
appeal to the conscience of the court (Griffin v. Interurban, 
supra), but in the later case, People v. Spencer, the fact that the 
statute was enacted to protect the public health was taken into 
consideration, and the recovery of cumulative penalties per- 
mitted. 

Another question that is necessary to consider is, How many 
violations are committed in one transaction? In other words, 
if an unlicensed clerk sells three articles to the same person at 
the same time which he is not authorized to sell, does he com- 
mit one violation cr three? If the articles are sold to the same 
person at the same time it is one transaction and but one vio- 
lation is committed. It is necessary, however, to examine the 
language of the act in reference to each transgression to de- 
termine whether there are one or more transactions or viola- 
tions. ‘ 

Adulterating and Misbranding.—Neither section 237 nor the 
Pharmacopeeia (except in very few instances) makes any pro- 
vision for a standard for the finished product, making no al- 
lowance for loss or change in manufacture nor deterioration or 
change from time, temperature or the general instability of most 
organic and some inorganic substances. And when a standard 
is set it is not indicated whether it applies to the time of manu- 
facture or time of sale. 

Just what the third paragraph of subdivision 11 of section 240 
means I am not prepared to say. It provides that “a person 
accused of violation of any of the provisions of this article re- 
lating to adulterating, misbranding or substitution shall not be 
prosecuted or convicted or suffer any of the penalties, fines or 
forfeitures for such violation if he establishes upon the hearing 
or trial that the drug or drugs alleged to be adulterated, mis- 
branded or substituted were purchased by him under a guaranty 
of the manufacturer or seller to the effect that said drug or 
drugs were not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of this article, and proves that he has not adulterated, mis- 
branded or substituted the same.” It looks very much like com- 
peiling the defendant to prove his innocence before the prosecu- 
tion starts.

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Growing Drugs in Florida—E. B. R., Atlanta, Ga., inquires 
for information concerning the growth of drugs in Florida and 
what drugs could be cultivated on a paying basis. Regarding 
this, R. H. True, physiologist in charge of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, United States Department of Agriculture, gives us the 
following data: “As to the present status of drug growing in 
Florida there is little to report. A few native plants, such as 
deer tongue, saw palmetto and a few others, are collected in the 
wild state, but nothing that I know of is now in progress aside 
from the testing garden at Orange City, Volusia County, being 
carried on by this office. At that point we have about sixty 
acres of land, occupied chiefly by the camphor experiment, but 
in part devoted to the experimental study in smali areas of a 
considerable number of medicinal plants. Since our work there 
has not grown far beyond the early stage, it would be difficult 
to answer the question as to what drugs could be cultivated on 
a paying basis. A number of volatile oil plants are likely to do 
well, and might, perhaps, prove profitable, but I do not say this 
with especial confidence. As to the best markets near Jack- 
sonville for crude organic drugs, I know of no other market in 
Florida of a wholesale nature aside from a wholesale drug 
house at Tampa. Jacksonville seems to me the most promising 
point in the state. In view of the fact that labor in Florida is 
rather high in price and at times hard to get, especially when 
the fruit crop is being gathered, and in view of the prevail- 
ing soi] and climatic conditions, I am inclined to think, from re- 
sults obtained to date, that drug plant growing as a business 
could be carried cn with a better prospect for success in South 
Carolina, where efficient colored labor is abundant and can be 
had at reasonable prices. The land there, in large areas, 
suited to this purpose.” : 

Sale of Preparations Containing Opium Derivatives in 
New York City.—In reply to T. M.’s request for information 
as to whether, according to the new ordinance of the board of 
health, he can sell a cough mixture containing 1/32 grain of 
heroin hydrochloride or %4 grain of codeine sulphate to the

drachm, we would say that, according to the ordinance of 
March 21, 1911, of the New York City Board of Health, such 
a cough mixture cannot be sold without a prescription. The 


ordinance reads as follows: 

Section 182. No cocaine or salts of cocaine, eucain, stovain, 
alpha or beta eucain, either alone or in combination with other 
substances, or any substance under any other name giving a 
similar chemical test of cocaine; and no opium or official prep- 
arations of opium, and no morphine or salts of morphine, or the 
derivatives of either or any of them, shall be sold at retail by 
any person in the City of New York except upon the written 
prescription of a physician duly authorized to practice as such 
or other person duly authorized by law to practice medicine and 
administer drugs, or perform surgery with the use of instru- 
ments. Nothing incaheties mentioned, however, shall apply 
to compounded mixtures containing opium or morphine or their 
derivatives, the formulas for which are given in the latest Dis- 
pensatory or National Formulary, in which said mixtures the 
maximum dose, as plainly stated on the label of the package 
as dispensed does not contain in excess of one-half a grain of 
powdered opium or the equivalent of its alkaloids; or to prep- 
arations for external use only, in the form of liniments, lotions, 
ointments or oleates. 

The last mentioned preparations shall be labeled 
ternal Use Only,” and marked “Poison.” 


Glossary of Chemical and Botanical Terms—W. E. L. 
asks for information as to a glossary of chemical terms and 
one of botanical terms. All good textbooks on chemistry and 
botany thoroughly explain the meaning of chemica! and botan- 
ical terms. We do not know of such glossaries published sep- 
arately. Prof. W. A. Puckner, of Chicago, IIl., published a se- 
ries of articles on The Naming of Carbon Compounds in the

Making Percentage Solutions—R. R. wants a working 
method of ascertaining the quantity of salt necessary to prepare 
a percentage solution, such as 12 ounces of 5 percent. soiution. 


In our opinion the easiest and quickest method is to use the 


metric system: I2 ounces are approximately 360 grammes, 
which 18 grammes represent 5 percent. 
grammes of salt and enough liquid, water, etc, to make 360 
grammes. This is an exact 5 percent. solution by weight. When 
we speak of percent. solutions in the United States they are 
generally understood to mean weight in volume solution. Such 
a weight in volume solution in this case would be prepared by 
taking 18 grammes of salt and enough liquid to make 360 cubic 
centimeters. For percent. solutions it is far easier to employ 
the metric system than the apothecaries.

Meaning of Abbreviation Ter. Ben.—B. C., New York, 
wants to know the meaning of the prescription abbreviation 
“ter. ben.,” one of the questions in theoretical pharmacy at the 
last New York State Board of Pharmacy examination. He 
states that he is unable to find this term in several books or in 
the polyglot dictionary of prescription terms published in the 
AMERICAN DrucGisT price list. Our answer is that ter. ben. 
is the abbreviation for the Latin tere bene, meaning to rub well 
or triturate well. We thank our reader for calling our atten- 
tion to the fact that this term is missing in our polyglot dic- 
tionary and will include it in the next revision of that list. 

Treatises on Pharmacy.—F. T. inquires price of Reming- 
ton’s Practice of Pharmacy, Caspari’s Pharmacy, Coblentz’s 
Manual of Pharmacy, Arny’s Pharmacy. The publishers of 
these volumes, respectively, J. B. Lippincott Company, Lea & 
Febiger, P. Blakiston’s Son*& Co. W. B. Saunders & Co., all 
of Philadelphia, quote as follows: Remington, cloth, $6; sheep, 
$6.50; Caspari, cloth, $4.25; Arny, cloth, $5. Coblentz’s work 
has been out of print for five or six years. 

The Estimation of Santonin in Chocolate Coated Tablets, 
is rendered difficult by the presence of ‘cacao butter. It may 
be accomplished, according to the method of Heurard (La 
Farm. moderna, September, 1910, through Jour. Suisse de 
Chim. et de Pharm., 1911, No. 22). Eight finely pulverized tab- 
lets are treated with a mixture of 60 Gm. of ether and 4o Gm. 
of chloroform for one hour, being frequently shaken. It is 
then poured upon a filter and the residue is washed with 50 
Gm. more of the chloroform-ether mixture. The washings are 
added to the filtrate and the whole is distilled until a greasy 
mass remains. This is saponified by heating with 20 Cc. of a 
10 percent. soda solution and 5 Cc. of 95 percent. alcohol. The 
soap is then dissolved in 100 Cc. of hot water and precipitated 
with 50 Cc. of a 25 percent. solution of sodium chloride. After 
cooling it is again filtered, the residue is washed, and the fil- 
trate and washings are evaporated to dryness after the addi- 
tion of a little hydrochloric acid. The residue is again treated 
with 50 Cc. of the chloroform-ether mixture, being thoroughly 
shaken, the whole is then filtered, and the residue washed with 
the same reagent. The filtrate is evaporated to dryness, 5 Cc. 
of alcohol added, and it is again evaporated to dryness, first on 
a water bath and then over sulphuric acid. The weight of the 
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residue multiplied by 0.872 gives the amount of santonin 
present. 

A Test for Bismuth Subnitrate in Bismuth Salicylate — 
Salicylate of bismuth is very apt to contain traces of bismuth 
subnitrate. An improved test for this impurity is described 
by Caron and Raquet (Am. Chim. Analytique, 1911, No. 
I, through Jour. Suisse de Chim. et Pharm. June 3, 1911). 
The substance to be tested is dissolved in a hot 10 percent. 
solution of hydrochloric or sulphuric acid. It is filtered, cooled, 
and the salicylate acid crystallized. About 1 Cc. of the fil- 
trate is added to 2 Cc.. of a solution of sulphate of diphenyl- 
amine in 10 percent. sulphuric acid. This mixture is floated 
on 3 volumes of concentrated sulphuric acid. In the presence 
of the subnitrate a blue ring will be formed at the zone of 
contact, which, on shaking, pervades the whole liquid. 

If it is desired to make a quantitative test it may be accom- 
plished in the following manner: Boil 0.5 Gm. of the salicylate 
to be tested for five or ten minutes in 50 Cc. of a decinormal 
sodium hydrate solution. Dilute to 100 Cc. and filter. Evapo- 
rate to dryness on a water bath a known volume of the filtrate 
(say, 5, 10, or 15 Cc.). Add 1 Cc. of concentrated sulphuric 
acid, 10 Cc. of water, and 10 Cc. of ammonia. Then compare 
the tint with a scale made by treating known amounts of ni- 
trate in the same manner, the residue after evaporation being 
mixed with 1 Cc. of a 1 percent. solution of sodium salicylate. 

Plectranthine—A plant much used among the people of 
southern Japan as a remedy for various forms of indigestion 
is the Plectranthus glaucocalis. From this plant Yagi (Arch. 
internationales de Pharmacodynamie et de Therapie, 1910, 20, 
201, through Pharm. Zentralhalle, 1911, No. 20) has isolated a 
bitter crystalline principle, which he has called plectranthine. 
He extracted the powdered leaves and stems with alcohol and 
after partial evaporation obtained a thick green mass. This 
was treated with water over a water bath until the aqueous ex- 
tract no longer had a bitter taste. The latter was poured off 
and treated with lead acetate, the excess being removed by the 
addition of sulphuric acid. After filtration the bitter principle 
was extracted by shaking with ether. © On evaporation this 
gave a brownish mass, which was refined by crystallization 
from alcohol. The pure plectranthine appears as long, fine 
white needles, having an extremely bitter taste, and melting at 
220 degrees. The formula is C,,H,,O,. Yagi describes the sol- 
ubility and reactions at some length. The bitter taste is said 
to be so intense that it may be detected in dilutions of one 
to four hundred thousand. Yagi discovered no particular 
physiological action, and classes it therefore among the simple 


bitters.

More About Dorvauit. 
To the Editor: 

Smr,—In connection with the sketch of Dorvault, the great 
French pharmist, in your last issue, the following points may 
prove of interest. Dorvault had the old drug store, as de- 
scribed by you, and the best dispensing business in Paris and 
the confidence of the physicians. He associated himself later 
in life with Menier, the man who became famous for rubber 
and chocolate, which in those early days were unknown. Still 
later he became allied with Pelletier, LeLondre and LeVaillent, 
who were the first to isolate the alkaloids u. cinchona. About 
this time the pharmacy Rue de la Feuillard was founded and 
the Officine was published, but very shortly afterward Menier 
retired, to give up his entire time to chocolate and rubber, and 
Pelletier, DeLondre and LeVaillent formed a company for the 
manufacture of quinine and other alkaloids, which is_ still 
known under the name of La Societe du Traitement des 
Quinquinas, which belongs to the Rigaud family today. 

Dorvault then took into partnership a pharmacist named 
Grimault, who continued the dispensing business at the old 
pharmacy, opposite the Bank of France, which is still known 
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t 
under the name of Yvon, who is now at the head of the man- 


ufacturing department of the Pasteur Institute in Paris. 

M. Rigaud, the founder of Rigaud & Chapoteaut, was then 
a sort of bottle washer, head boy, etc., with Grimault, and 
while he never graduated as a pharmacist, his knowledge of 
pharmacy was considerable, for he made the first revision of 
the Officine, and you will find in it the published formulas of 
many of the preparations now sold under the name of Grimault 
& Co. (late Dorvault). 

Finally, M. Rigaud became the sole owner of Grimault & 
Co., and M. Grimault retired. 

About this time the war of ’70 broke out, and M. Rigaud, 
with some forty of his faithful employees, was barricaded for 
three months outside of the fortifications, and continued mak- 
ing his pharmaceutical preparations, in spite of the shells which 
passed over the works; without being able to communicate 
with the outside world they were able to supply Paris and 
especially the hospitals. At the works today many of the marks 
of the shells which burst may still be seen. 

M. Rigaud then became associated with M. Dusart, who was 
one of the professors at the School of Pharmacy, and later, 
on the death of M. Dusart, with Chapoteaut. About this time 
the old Dorvault Pharmacy to which I have made reference 
was sold to M. Yvon. FrépEric S. Mason, M. D.

For a New York State Pharmaceutical Library. 
To the Editor: 

Sir,—April 18, 1911, I addressed a communication to the 
various pharmaceutical publications mentioned in the pharma- 
ceutical syllabus informing them that the disastrous fire in the 
capitol, March 29, 1911, by which our educational records were 
destroyed left me without access to the publications of these 
journals. Not only were the records of the secretary of the 
Pharmaceutical Syllabus Committee totally destroyed with all 
the correspondence thereof, but the files of the pharmaceutical 
publications preserved in the State Library. 

A very generous response to that latter has afforded a quite 
complete file of the current year. Within two days Merck’s 
Report had shipped a complete file of their publications with 
the exception of four numbers, and many others offered to sup- 
ply back numbers so far as their duplicate files would permit. 
I take advantage of these very liberal gifts to enter on the task 
of completing these files and pave the way for a state pharma- 
ceutical library as complete and influential as any of the pro- 
fessional sections of the state library—law, medicine, education, 
or engineering. 

It should, be said that there are no funds available for the 
purchase of this material inasmuch as the appropriations voted 
by the three national authorities responsible for the pharmaceu- 
tical syllabus afford annually only the funds necessary for the 
postage and printing bills. The first edition of the syllabus was 
the contribution of the New York State Board and ways and 
means have not yet been devised for the publication of the second 
edition. Meanwhile the state has been liberal in the distribu- 
tion of its publications such as the Bulletin on Pharmacy and 
the anrual handbooks of pharmacy, and I confidently anticipate 
the restoration and enlargement of this library by the friends 
of pharmaceutical education. 

I would take advantage of your columns to ask from time 
to time for such numbers as we need to complete our files. 
Will you kindly print such portion of this communication as 
may seem of sufficient interest and prefer the request to any 
of the readers that they notify me whether they have one or 
more of the following publications, that they will give me for 
the completion of the files.

To use the name of the store as the heading is to waste op- 


portunity in the makeup of an advertisement, because the name 
“Miller’s Pharmacy,’ or any other, will not attract any buy- 
ers or allure any one to read what is printed underneath. ‘The 
heading of the ad should attract attention to what the store 


has to say about some kind of goods it wants to sell. The 
name is attached merely to show where the goods are to be 
bought. A good many drug store advertisers do not realize 


this, and they continue to put their name where it will be the 
one conspicuous thing about the space. This is, of course, a 
mistake. 

Another advertisement that uses the name for a heading is 
that of Muir’s Drug Store. An advertisement made up on the 
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plan of this one, if occupying half page space, or something 
like that, would bt all right, but in a small ad, single column, 
five or six inches deep, the name should be at the bottom of 
the ad. In this instance the “Specials for Wednesday and 
Thursday” might better have the display. In other respects, 
however, this is a particularly good example of how a small 
space may be made to show a number of bargains and show 
them attractively in a way that the chance reader is not likely 
to miss. 


ACCOVNTING.—XII

The Selling Cost and Desired Net 
Profit. 
NE of the best short cuts is a single equivalent which rep- 
resents in one multiplication the percent. of selling cost 
and the desired net profit. The formula for securing this equiv- 
alent follows: 

Add the percent. of selling to 100 and multiply the delivered 
cost of any article by the answer. Add rate of desired profit to 
roo, and multiply last answer by it. Divide the answer re- 
ceived by the delivered cost of the article, and the answer will 
be an equivalent by which all goods bearing like net profit can 
afterward be multiplied to give the selling price. 

Example: An article costs on the floor $1.75. The cost of 
doing business is 18 percent. of the gross sales, or 22 percent. 
above cost. The desired net profit is 5 percent. Add 22 to 
100, making 122. Multiply $1.75 by 122, giving 2,135. Add 5 
to 100, giving 105. Multiply 2,135 by 105, giving 224,175. Di- 
vide this by 175 and the answer will be 0.1281. 

Any article whose delivered cost is multiplied by 0.1281 will 
give 22 percent. selling cost and 5 percent. net profit in the 
answer which is the selling price. The invoice cost of a Dill 
of goods, with freight and cartage added, if multiplied by 0.1281 
wil] give the gross selling value of that invoice with 22 per 
cent. cost of doing business and 5 percent. wet profit added. 

Any combined set of equivalents can be prepared carrying 
any percent. of selling cost and any percent. of net profit, if the 
above formula is used. Be sure that no error has been made 
by testing the equivalent thoroughly before using practically. 
Such an equivalent, or a set of them, will save a great deal of 
time and hard work in the pricing of goods. 

There are some merchants who prefer to take their gross 
sales as the only basis upon which to figure selling costs and 
profits. This plan the writer does not consider entirely prac- 
tical nor accurate, it being but a make-shift. But if there are 
any of our readers who have been taught that this is the proper 
method, and they cannot be converted to the modern accounting 
gospel of figuring all selling costs and profits on the delivered 
cost of the goods, a double equivalent for pricing goods will 
save much time. It provides for all costs and profits being com- 
puted from the long or selling price end. 

The formula is as follows: 

Add the percent. of selling expense found on the gross sales 
to the desired net profit also on gross sales. Subtract the sum 
of the two from 100. Divide the cost price of any article by 
the remainder, carrying out the division by annexing necessary 
ciphers. The answer will be the selling price which will show 
the desired percent. of selling cost and net profit. 

Example: An article costs $1.75 and selling cost is 18 percent. 
of the gross sales. Desired net profit is 5 percent. Add 18 and 
5, making 23. Subtract 23 from 100, 77 remainder. Divide 
$1.75 by 77, which gives $2.27, the selling price. Proof—s per- 
cent. of $2.27 is 11.35 (call it 11 cents); 18 percent. of $2.27 
is 40.86 (call it 41 cents). Add 11 and 41, equals 52. Subtract 
s2 from $2.27, leaves $1.75, the cost price. 

To Figure Discount. 

In figuring discounts there is a long way and a short way— 

the latter always being used where time is worth money. Every- 
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one should know how to take discounts with one calculation, in- 
stead of two or three. The formula follows: 

Subtract the desired rate of discount from io0. Multiply value 
of the article or face of the bill by the answer. 

Example: If iequired rate of discount is 5 percent. and 
value of article is $1.75, subtract 5 from 100, leaves 95. Mul- 
tiply $1.75 by 95 which gives $1.66 and 25/100. Proof—Subtract 
$1.66.25 from $1.75.00, leaves 8.75. Five percent. of $1.75 is 
8.75 cents. The same are equal. Subtract 8.75 cents from $1.75, 
will leave $1.66.25, the value of the article after 5 percent. dis- 
count has been deducted. Any desired rate of discount can be 
taken cff by subtracting the rate from 100 and multiplying gross 
value by the remainder. 

If an equivalent for two or more discounts is desired, take 
100 as a base. Proceed as above to find the first discount; sub- 
tract the second rate of discount from 100 and multiply the first 
answer by the remainder. Continue in this manner until all 
rates of discounts have been used. The last answer will be the 
multiplier by which to find the amount of any desired sum 
after two or more discounts have been taken from it. In this 
way a merchant can always quickly determine his complex dis- 
counts. The amount found is always the amount of the bill or 
article after discount has been taken. To find what the dis- 
counts amount to, subtract the discounted bill from the amount 
it originally was. 

Retail druggists will find it to their advantage if they will 
prepare tables of these equivalents and short cuts and use them 
in their every-day work. They can be written or printed with 
typewriter, on cards, and kept handy for instant use. After 
using them for a few weeks, druggists will be surprised at the 
amount of labor and time they save, and will wish they had 
known of them long before. 

But be sure absolutely by every test that the equivalents and 
short cuts are accurate before applying. An error in an equiva- 
lent, if not at once discovered, will go on through all computa- 
tions, whereas an error in long calculations is not likely to occur 
often. Be sure you are right—then stick to it. 


To Find Cost—Another Short Cut in Figures. 
To the Editor: 

Sm,—Having seen the suggestions you published in regard 
to short cut in figures recalls to my mind one which may be new 
to your readers. To find the cost of an article multiply the 
gross price by 7. Example: Tooth brushes at $9 a gross; $9X7 
=$0.063, the cost of each; or, at $17 a gross; $17X7=$0.119, 
the cost of each. This works in all cases.

Quick Methods of Addition 


ROBABLY one of the most irksome and tiresome occupa- 
tions of the average retail druggist is that of making ad- 
ditions of long columns of figures. Even bookkeepers say that 
this is the thing they dislike most in their work. Mistakes 
creep in, and to be absolutely sure of accuracy the columns are 
added twice or even more times. 

Much time can be saved and likelihood of error minimized 
if the readers will adopt what is known among experts as the 
civil service system of addition. This consists of first adding 
the units and setting down the total. Add the tens and set 
the total down, but put the first figure on the right under the 
second figure of the first, and continue until the total of each 
columns of figures is found. Then add the totals, and if cor- 
rectly done the total of all the totals will be the right answer. 
Example: 

$2,974.60 21 
8,047.24 28 
2,842.11 36 
2,076.54 47 
7,804.32 

9,874.21 

5,432.18 


4,567.81 $45,509.01 
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One excellent feature about this system is that the one using 
it may have his attention distracted from his work and yet is 
able to take it up where he left off without going back over 
the half completed task. In stock taking, monthly balance, 
trial balances, etc., it saves much time, because it practically 
eliminates al] the errors. 


A Short Cut in Multiplication. 

When multiplying large numbers by other large numbers, 
and it is found that the multiplier ends with 9, it is easier to 
multiply by the next higher number and subtract the multi- 
plicand from the answer. 


Example: 


To multiply 356 by 39; multiply 356 by 40 and then subtract 
356. The answer will be 13,884, which is correct. 


Calculating Profit for Marking Goods. 

When goods are bought by the dozen and marked to sell 
at so much each at a certain profit, a great deal of time can 
be saved by using the following table, the profit being indicated 
by the first figure: 

20 percent., divide cost per dozen by Io. 

33% percent., divide cost per dozen by 9. 

50 percent., divide cost per dozen by 8. 

100 percent., divide cost per dozen by 6. 

12!4 percent., divide by 10, subtract 1/16 of itself. 
16% percent., divide by 10, subtract 1/36 of itself. 
371% percent., divide by 10, subtract 1/12 of itself. 

Example: 

Bought one dozen hair brushes for $3.75. To make 33% 
percent. profit, which includes cost of selling and the net profit, 
divide 375 by 9. The answer is 42 cents, ‘the price at which 
each brush should be sold. 


Cost Per Piece from Cost Per Gross. 

A great deal of white paper and pencil is wasted in figuring 
the cost per piece of goods which are bought by the gross. To 
the expert accountant this is one of the easiest things in mod- 
ern store accounting. The formula follows: 

To find the cost per piece multiply the price per gross by 
0.007. 

The answer will give the price in cents. It will not be ac- 
curate to a fraction, but close enough for all practical purposes. 


Handling Fractions. 


There is as well much hard labor spent by the average mer- 
chant in calculating costs and prices when one or the other ends 
in a fraction, They will figure one way and another, and sel- 
dom feel sure that they are absolutely correct in the calcula- 
tion. The time spent amounts to considerable, especially if 
the fractions come frequently. And yet the student of modern 
store accounting will hereafter have little or no difficulty. Sup- 
pose the reader desires to multiply 96 by 1624. The ordinary 
druggist will first multiply 96 by 16. Then he will multiply 96 
by 2 and divide the answer by 3. Then he adds the two 
answers for the final result. The easier way is to divide 96 
by 6 and call it hundreds. The total will be $16. ' Try it and 
the following, and see how easy it is to make complex calcula- 
tions when you know the short cuts: 

To multiply by 11%4, divide by 8 and call it tens. 

By 1%, divide by 6, and call it tens. 

By 2%, divide by 4, and call it tens. 

By 3%, divide by 3, and call it tens. 

By 6%, divide by 16, and call it hundreds. 

By 8%, divide by 12, and call it hundreds. 

By 12%, divide by 8, and call it hundreds. 

By 1634, divide by 6, and call it hundreds. 

By 25, divide by 4, and call it hundreds. 

By 31%, divide by 32, and call it thousands. 

By 33%, divide by 3, and call it hundreds. 

By 6624, divide by 15, and call it thousands. 

By 37%, divide by 8, multiply by 3, and call it hundreds. 
By 8714, divide by 8, multiply by 7, and call it hundreds. 
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Other short cuts will suggest themselves to the student of 
this department by constant use of the above. 

How to properly proportion the cost of each article when a 
lot is bought in nests or assorted lots bothers a great many 
dealers. Though I cannot recall any goods sold this way 
through the drug trade, the solution of the difficulty may in- 
terest some readers of the AMERICAN DruccIsT. 

The easy and short way to determine the proportionate cost 
of each size, when the goods come nested, is to add the differ- 
ent sizes, divide the cost price by the sums of all the sizes and 
multiply this answer by the size or contents of each. 

These are practical suggestions which are known to but few 
dealers, and those who are acquainted with the short cuts usual- 
ly are the most jealous in keeping them to themselves. For 
the first time in any paper these formulas and equivalents are 
given to the trade which we reach in any form. We would 
advise that they be preserved and kept in a handy location, 
where they can be instantly located. 

Some of our readers may handle goods that sell for so 
many pounds or articles for a dollar, like nails or sugar. Then 
a customer wants a fractional part, and the figure has been 
made on a predetermined percent. of selling cost and net profit. 
The buyer is entitled to a proportionate amount for his money. 
To save figuring the dealer uses this formula: 

Multiply the number of pounds or articles sold for $1 by the 
cents’ worth asked for. 

Example: 

A buyer desires 60 cents’ worth of nails, which are being 
sold at 35 pounds for $1. Multiply 35 pounds by 60 cents, and 
the buyer is entitled to 21 pounds of. nails. 

The writer might go on filling chapter after chapter with 
short cuts of more or less value to the dealer which would fill 
several columns of this paper. But there are other things to 
come which will interest and instruct the readers quite as much 
and which will lighten their daily labors. 

It is impossible to entirely eliminate the work that must be 
performed by the druggist in keeping his books and figuring his 
costs and profits, for as yet no one has discovered a perfect 
thinking machine. 

However, druggists are learning rapidly that much of their 
drudgery can be put behind them and the time spent in more 
pleasant and profitable pursuits than in. slaving over books and 
mathematical calculations—trade paper study, for example. 
And yet their books and accounts are more accurately and care- 
fully kept than ever before. This is true, because they are 
studying the practical’ end of store accounting, and learning 
things by methods they never thought of before.

Attractiveness of Fountain, Cleanliness, Originality, Judicious Advertising and Constant and 
Indefatigable Catering to the Tastes and Desires of Patrons Constitute the Principal 
Rungs in the Ladder to Success in the Dispensing of Soda and 
Frozen Sweets in a Residential Neighborhood

THE RESIDENTIAL NEIGHBORHOOD. 


ROM long experience in conducting the business of dis- 

pensing soda in drug stores in residential neighborhoods I 
have found that attractiveness in the fountain and appurtenances 
thereof constitutes the first step toward securing a lucrative 
patronage for both cold and hot “temperance” beverages and 
frozen sweets. Cleanliness of fountain, glasses and dispensers, 
which is the second step in this direction, is really only supple- 
mentary to the first step, but it is equally essential. Originality 
in the preparation of the drinks, advertising and decoration is 
the third step, without which a soda business may prove pay- 
ing, but by no means as lucrative as when it is added to the 
first two. Judicious advertising and unceasing catering to the 
customers are the final steps toward success which assure an 


An extremely attractive back counter decoration may be ob- 
tained by suspending, with brass or silver chains from the top 
of the back counter, a glass shelf upon which have been placed 
two brass, glass or enamel vases, of unique designs, containing 
fresh roses, carnations and ferns, as well as a_ picturesque 
grouping of tall and thin champagne and bell shaped glasses 
containing either a clear red or yellow liquid, intended to rep- 
resent claret or Rhine wine. 

The grouping of wine glasses on such a suspended glass shelf 
may be arranged to good effect as indicated by diagram. 

Enough has already been said about cleanliness to impress it- 
self upon the minds of every one contemplating embarking upon 
the effervescent sea of soda beverages in the hope of making a 
safe and prosperous voyage to the harbor of easy money, but it

unfailing and constant patronage and the reaping of a golden 
harvest from the fruit of the fountain. 

Attractiveness of the fountain and appurtenances calls for a 
considerable outlay of money at the very start, but it is money 
well spent and will quickly return to the fountain manager who 
is not sparing in this direction. In a residentia] neighborhood, 
especially in a large city, too great attention to attractiveness 
cannot be given, as a large majority of the patrons are women, 
with whom handsome displays and decorative effects play an im- 
portant part in the selection of a place to indulge in a refresh- 
ing beverage or ice cream. An investment in the most modern 
type of fountain and “back bar,’ or bar counter, with plenty of 
surrounding mirrors, will never be regretted when one is cater- 
ing to a high class residential neighborhood patronage. Need- 
less to mention, the fountain and all its parts, including brass, 
silver, marble and glass portions, should be kept immaculately 
clean and well polished at all times. This, however, does not 
include the last word in the way of attractiveness. Additional 
decorations are desirable, if not, absolutely necessary, in some 
neighborhoods. 

The most useful, as well as ornamental, of additional deco- 
rations are those obtained through an exhibition of the fruit 
and berries, eggs and seasoning used in the preparation of the 
drinks and sundaes. Real cut glass or handsome pressed glass 
bowls, containing lemons, limes and oranges; covered glass jars, 
containing ground nuts, crushed berries and fruits; silver bowls, 
filled with eggs, and cut glass nutmeg, pepper and salt shakers 
may all be used to good effect upon the ledge or counter back 
of the fountain and below the big mirrors. With the exception 
of an electric soda mixer or shaker, or some such popular, ef- 
ficient and labor saving device, it is better to have the other ap- 
paratus, such as lemon squeezers, cork extractors, etc. out of 
sight of the patrons, or only partially visible over the outer edge 
of the fountain counter. 


should always be remembered that, without cleanliness, no soda 
business can last long enough to be successful or lucrative. 

Now as to originality, too much cannot be said on this score, 
for, through its adoption and persistent use, the most ordinary 
business in soda can be built up until it ranks with the largest 
and most successful in this country. Of course it is the height 
of folly to indulge in an excess of eccentricity. A little of that 
goes a long way, and if persisted in merely nauseates the pub- 
lic. Originality in devising, beverages and frozen sweets and in 
advertising, however, is to be commended and recommended to 
all soda dispensers. If you can’t do anything else give topical 
names to preparations which you have varied slightly from the 
old fashioned concoctions by the addition of some new ingre- 
dient or by the use of superior quality jngredients. The names 
most popular in your locality will suggest good topical names, 
which will quickly achieve popularity. 

As my own fountain is located close to Columbia University 
I have named several beverages and frozen delicacies after that 
university. Thus, I have used the names Columbia High Ball 
and Columbia Sundaes, and they have proved attractive to my 
patrons. I might also have used with good effect the name of 
the section of town in which my fountain is located. Cathedral 
Heights Rickey or just Cathedral Rickey, or, better still and more 
appropriate, Cathedral Sundae, probably would have proved al- 
most as popular, if not quite as popular, as the Columbia names 
mentioned above. Names of popular actresses or singers also 
appeal strongly in neighborhoods where the originals are well 
known and liked. In the preparation of topical name beverages 
and frozen sweets, it is always desirable to make them sug- 
gestive of their names in some way. In making Columbia drinks 
and ice cream preparations, for instance, I have taken pains to se- 
cure a light blue and white effect to represent the colors of that 
university, and when the name Cathedral has been used I em- 
ploy an ice cream mold in the shape of the cathedrai of St. John 
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the Divine, or a glass with a photograph of this cathedral etched 

upon it. 

Tudicious advertising is difficult to define in general terms, as 
it varies greatly in various part of the country. I have found 
the insertion of small advertisements in the programmes of local 
playhouses or moving picture shows, or the exhibition of an ad- 
vertisement upon the screen of the moving picture houses, of 
great advantage in attracting patrons to my fountain. Other 
programme and local newspaper advertisements may prove equal- 
ly effective, provided that they are not expensive. Of even 
great importance and benefit to the average fountain business, 
however, is the advertising with small strips of paper on the 
front windows of the store and similar advertising on the mir- 
This window strip and interior 
mirror advertising should contain merely the names of the latest 
and most popular of vour beverages. Sometimes it is desirable 
to add the prices of these drinks, but more frequently it is not. 
Large and small cards calling attention to the excellence of new 


rors surrounding the fountain. 


and old preparations of both soda and ice cream may also be 
used with good results as “silent salesmen” on the back counter 
of the Small cards, with gilt or silver frames, sus- 
pended, one below the other, from the top of the back counter, 
be recommended in addition to a metal, glass or 
card on the wall close to the fountain. In the 
outside display advertising is needed, as the 
public can easily see the fountain within the store while passing 
it. In the winter, however, an electric sign may be found of 
great advantage. 

While on the subject of advertising it should always be 
borne in mind that the best advertisement is a pleased and sat- 
isfied customer. He or she will do all the advertising for you 
that This idea brings us to the last step in 
the operation of a successful fountain business—namely, cater- 
ing unceasingly to the tastes and desires of all customers. Ask 
every new patron if he or she cares for the beverage or frozen

SOME POPULAR FOUNTAIN FORMULAS. 

Egg drinks, buttermilk, and rickeys are the most popular of 
the summer beverages. Here are some of the rickeys made by 
the dispensers in the C. L. Pope pharmacy, which are responsi- 
ble for a great deal of its popularity: 

Mint Rickey. 

Fill a tall, concave glass half way to brim with cracked ice. 
Pour in an ounce of mint syrup. Cut a ripe lime into halves; 
squeeze most of the juice of the lime halves into the glass and 
then add either one or both of the squeezed halves. Pour syrup 
sweetened claret to within a half inch of the top of the glass 
and add a few mint sprigs and leaves, and top off with a slice 
of orange. A spoonful of crushed strawberries or raspberries 
may also be added to enhance the flavor. 


Lime Rickey. 

Half fill a tall, concave glass with cracked ice. Cut a lime 
into halves; squeeze the halves into the glass and add the 
squeezed halves themselves. Then add an ounce of lemon or 
orange syrup and a little grape juice; fill with soda and deco- 
rate with slices of fresh fruit.

that every person engaged in the practice of this art in the state should show his appreciation by 
at once applying for membership in this admirable and effective organization. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 


LE IRST SITTING.—The thirty-third annual convention of the 

New York State Pharmaceutical Association began its ses- 
sion in its headquarters atthe Thousand Islands House, Alexan- 
dria Bay, at 10.30 a. m. June 20. The day was all that could be 
wished for, with bright sunshine, a bracing temperature and a 
beautiful blue sky dotted with fleecy clouds. While the attend- 
ance was not large, the interest manifested in the proceedings 
made up for lack of numbers. 

President Evans called the convention to order, and an ad- 
dress of welcome on behalf of the local druggists was delivered 
by W. H. Marshall, of Alexandria Bay. Frank Richardson, of

Report of Committee on Legislation. 

William Muir, on behalf of the committee on legislation, ad- 
dressed the members of the association, and referred in par- 
ticular to the many efforts that have been made during the past 
year to legislate against the pharmacists. He urged upon the 
members the necessity for co-operation through organization, 
stating it as his belief that they could do no greater service 
to the profession than by endeavoring to have every pharmacist 

in the state enrolled 
in :nembership, there- 
by strengthening the 
usefulness of the as- 
sociation and en- 
abling it to meet at- 
tacks upon its mem- 
bers. In referring 
to the Foster bill, 
which was _ intro- 
duced early in the 
year, Mr. Muir said 
that the New York 
State Association, 
through its legisla- 
tive committee, was

that the benefits received by the retail pharmacists as a result 
of the work of this committee were enormous and that bills 
directed against the retail pharmacists were increasing instead of 
decreasing in number, and that one of the chief functions of the 
association should be to check this tendency.

The report of the board of pharmacy, by Warren L. Bradt, 
of Albany, as secretary, covered the work of the board from 
August I, 1910, to June 1, 1911. At the annual meeting of the 
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New York State Association, held June 23, 1910, at Saratoga 
Springs, twenty-five licensed pharmacists were named, and the 
list submitted to the regents from which to select examiners to 
constitute the board of pharmacy, but as no meeting of the 
regents was held until the latter part of September, the attorney- 
general rendered an opinion that the former board would con- 
tinue in office until their successors were appointed. Conse- 
quently, on September 22, 1910, at their meeting in Albany, the 
regents appointed the following to serve from August I, Igo: 
For a term of one year, John Hurley, Little Falls; J. Leon Las- 
coff, New York; Otto Raubenheimer, Brooklyn; for a term of 
two years, Judson B. Todd, Ithaca; George Reiman, Buffalo; 
Dr. Alfred B. Huested, Delmar; for a term of three years, 
Clarence O. Bigelow, New York; Dr. George C. Diekman, 
3rooklyn; Byron M. Hyde, Rochester. At the meeting of the 
newly appointed board, held September 27, the following of- 
ficers were elected: President, George C. Diekman; vice-presi- 
dent, Byron M. Hyde; violations committee, Albany, John Hur- 
ley, chairman; Dr. Alfred B. Huested, Dr. George C. Diekman; 
committee, Buffalo, Judson B. Todd, chairman; 
George Reiman, Byron M. Hyde; violations committee, New 
York, Clarence O. Bigelow, chairman; J. Leon Lascoff, Otto 
Raubenheimer; questions committee, Warren L. Bradt, Dr. A. 
B. Huested. At the request of the secretary the attorney- 
general appointed as counsel to represent the board, Jerome 
Steiner, New York; Harold D. Alexander, Albany; Arthur W. 
Hickman, Buffalo. Under the present law the three branches 
of the previous board were abolished, and the offices in New 
York and Buffalo, with their records, were transferred to the 
office in Albany. The application to the civil service commis- 
sion to transfer George S. De Lacy, former clerk of the New 
York office, to the inspection division was granted. At the ex- 
aminations held at Albany, Buffalo and New York, two hundred 
and forty-two pharmacists and eighty-five druggists were ex- 
amined. The report shows that during the past ten months 
3,265 inspections were made, with the result that the board is in 
possession of a general knowledge of the conduct of nearly all 
the stores in the state, though it feels that more inspectors are 
needed that the inspection of pharmacies may be more thorough. 
The number of cases submitted by the inspectors was 107, and 
$2,370 in penalties was collected, while thirty-six cases are still

T HE proposal to introduce a law requiring graduation from college as a prerequisite to exam- 

ination for license in the State of New Jersey was hotly debated at the Asbury Park 
meeting of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association. The vote for adoption was far from 
being unanimous, and those familiar with legislative matters say that it is by no means certain 
that the legislature will enact the bill as it now stands. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 

HE New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association held its forty- 

first annual meeting at the Hotel Brunswick, Asbury Park, 
June 13, 14, 15 and 16, with an unusually large number in at- 
tendance. The proceedings were opened with the presidential 
reception on Tuesday evening,’ followed by a musical entertain- 
ment furnished by the women’s auxiliary. The members were 
further entertained at a card party, followed by dancing; an 
automobile ride to Allenhurst, Deal Beach, Elberon and Long 
Branch; a special concert by Creatore’s Band, at the Asbury 
Park Casino, and a masked ball given by the 
Traveling Men’s Auxiliary at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick. The American Association of Dancing 
Masters of the United States and Canada, which 
was also in session at the Hotel Brunswick at 
the same time, gave a special exhibition of fancy 
dancing for the benefit of the members of the 
pharmaceutical association. 

The business sessions occupied practically all 
of Wednesday, Thursday and of Friday morn- 
ing, the final session not adjourning until after 
one o'clock on Friday. The most important 
business transacted was the discussion and 
adoption of the draft of the new pharmacy bill 
intended to embrace under its provision all the 
laws affecting pharmacy. The discussion of

This was pro- 
vided for in the original draft of the measure, but with the 
modification that registered assistants having had three years’ 
experience before registration in New Jersey might, after three 
years of additional experience in New Jersey as registered as- 
sistants, come up for examination as registered pharmacists. 
The motion to strike out this provision, made by William 
Kuebler, of Newark, on Thursday afternoon, precipitated an ani- 
mated discussion, including some sharp personal references. 
The motion prevailed by a vote of about forty-four to twenty- 





six. The committee on legislation will introduce the measure 
at the next session of the New Jersey Legislature. 

The sessions were opened by the president, Thomas S. 
Armstrong, of Plainfield, on Tuesday morning. After a prayer 
by the Rev. Dr. M. V. McDuffie the members were welcomed 
to the Park by Mayor Appleby. In acknowledging the wel- 
come, E. A. Sayre, of Newark, directed attention to the fact 
that the meeting was being held on Flag Day, and unfurled a 
large United States flag, which aroused the enthusiasm of the 
members. Secretary Stutzlen, of Elizabeth, announced the 
names of several delegates who presented cre- 
dentials from sister associations. 

Frank C. Stutzlen, of Elizabeth, submitted a 
report as secretary, showing that the association 
has 662 regular members, 82 associate and 21 
honorary, making a total of 755. 

The treasurer, J. C. Field, of Somerville, sub- 
mitted his report, showing the balance on hand 
at the beginning of last year, $888.60, disburse- 
ments of $1,204.05, leaving a balance on hand of 
$493.32. 

Vice-President Edgar R. Sparks taking the 
chair, President Armstrong presented his annual 
address, in which he reviewed the work done 
during the past year, dwelling particularly on the 
valuable services which had been rendered by 
the special committee charged with drafting the 
new pharmacy laws. 

The several delegates present made appropri- 
ate remarks, which were followed by the presentation of the 
report of the committee on membership, by its chairman, W.

Enthusiastic and Harmonious Meeting at Bedford Springs—All Differences Healed—Dr. Wiley 
Warmly Commended—Sherley Amendment Approved—Largest Addition to Mem- 


bership on Record—Four Hundred and Twenty-eight Applications— 
Emanuel Criticises Physicians 


U NDER the same delightful circumstances which have marked every session of late years, the 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical AssOciation on June 22 brought to a close its thirty-fourth 
annual convention. In many respects it was the most successful in its history, for not only was 
the attendance quite up to the standard, but the record for new members admitted for any one 
year was broken; legislation, the stumbling block that threatened during the past few months 
to disrupt organized pharmacy in the State, was most adequately and harmoniously handled, and 
many issues of interest, not only to the practice of pharmacy but to the welfare of the Pennsyl-

vania organization, were disposed of intelligently and expeditiously. 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, in his efforts to promote the public health by more rigid censorship 
of the methods and products of food and drug manufacturers, was warmly commended and re- 


cent attacks upon his policies were denounced. 


In this connection a resolution was adopted 


favoring the amendment of the Federal Food and Drugs Act, so as to make deceptive state- 
ments of all kinds illegal. Local issues, too, came in for full attention and disposition, and 
throughout the excellent administration of retiring President Charles H. La Wall, of Phila- 


delphia, and his fellow officers was apparent. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 

EDFORD SPRINGS, Pa. June 22—The session opened 

on Tuesday morning with approximately 200 delegates 
from all over the state in attendance. Features of the reports 
presented by delegates to and from other organizations in the 
trade was the declaration of Dr. A. W. Miller, of Philadelphia, 
speaking for the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
that while the many laws relating to the 
drug business were possibly exasperating, 
that a new era of prosperity for the trade 
was opening by reason of the fact that 
grocers, peddlers and venders were finding 
it harder and more dangerous to encroach 
upon the rightful territory of the druggist, 
and that they were giving up the selling of 
drugs and medicines to those professionally 
qualified to do so. He said that when there 
was a better understanding of these laws 
this condition would be emphasized, and ad- 
ditional prosperity for the trade was bound 
to follow. 

A warning note to the physicians was 
sounded by Louis Emanuel, of Pittsburg, 
president of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceuti- 
cal Examining Board, when, in reporting as 
a delegate to the Pennsylvania Medical So- 
ciety, he declared that there was a tendency 
among some physicians to guess, for the 
benefit of a patient, at the probable cost of 
a drug or preparation which really cost the 
pharmacist more than the physician stated. 
According to Mr. Emanuel this was unfair 
treatment, and was likely to cause hard feel- 
ing between the physician and the pharma- 
cist and distrust on the part of the public. 

In his annual address President LaWall championed Dr. 
Wiley and his policies, and made a number of recommendations 
referred to the committee on president’s address. Secretary E. 
F. Heffner, of Lock Haven, started an ovation for William E. 
Lee, chairman, and the other members of the membership com- 
mittee, when he announced that 428 applications for member- 
ship had been secured during the past year, a record never be- 

‘fore even approached. Treasurer J. L. Lemberger, of Lebanon, 
reported a flourishing financial condition. 

In the evening the visitors were formally welcomed by R. 
C. McNamara, a prominent member of the Bedford County

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bar. Colonel H. C. Deming responded, and addresses were also 
made by Mrs. William E. Lee, of Philadelphia, president of the 
Women’s Organization of the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, and David M. McMurtrie, of Altoona, president of 
the Traveling Men’s Auxiliary. A number of interesting pa- 
pers were also read when the session was turned over to F, 
P. Stroup, chairman of the committee on queries and papers. 

The feature of the second day’s session 
was the report of Chairman John C. Wallace, 
of the legislative committee. He reviewed 
the history of the pharmacy code, a codifica- 
tion of all the state laws pertaining to the 
practice of that profession, which had been 
introduced, but failed to survive, the last ses- 
sion of the Pennsylvania Legislature. Mis- 
understanding and misconception, Mr. Wal- 
lace stated, were the reasons for its failure 
to pass, although in thjs connection he re- 
ferred to the attitude of P. W. Snyder, of 
Holidaysburg, a member of the legislative 
and of the executive committees of the state 
association, as well as a member of the 
state legislature. He told how Mr. Snyder, 
who had been selected to introduce the bill, 
not only refused, but declared his intention 
to work against it. , 

Mr. Snyder, in a spirited defense of his 
position, expressed the belief that the 
changes that had been made in the bill should 
be again deferred to the state association, 
and that no harm could result from taking it 
again before this organization, having its 
sanction for these changes, and then again 
carry it to the legislature at the 1913 session. 
And when a motion to refer the amended bill to the incoming 
legislative committee prevailed and carried with it instructions 
to make necessary changes and submit printed copies to the 
members one month before the 1912 session for final action at 
that meeting, the affirmative vote was unanimous. 

In his report as chairman of the committee on adulterations, 
Charles E. Vanderkleed declared that during the year there had 
been so few instances of adulteration discovered that he ad- 
vised changing the name of the committee to that of “Commit- 
tee on the Drug Market.” Secretary Heffner referred, in an in- 
teresting manner, to the wide differences in the capacity of pre- 
scription bottles of supposed uniformity, and warned the drug- 
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gist of the results which might 


follow his measuring medicinal 


preparations by the size of such 
bottles instead of by the use of 
his graduate.

He is a born teacher, 
because he loves the art of teaching, and is also eminently fitted 
for research, being an indefatigable worker. 

Professor Arny is a slender, dark, nervous man, below the 
average stature, with alert manner, speaking rapidly and clearly, 
and with the energy and force that go with accurate knowledge 
and great His residence in Cleveland has been 
made notable by the strenuous work which he has done, not 
only in the college itself, but in the building up of the Northern 
Ohio Pharmaceutical Organization, of which he has been the 
active and efficient secretary. 

Professor Arny has many warm friends, having a happy 
faculty of winning the friendship of these with whom he comes 
in contact. He is an enthusiastic student, fond of research, and 
will prove a valuable addition, not only to the faculty of the 
college, but to the asscciation work in pharmacy in the city, in 
which he will undoubtedly take an active part.

The prices quoted in this report are those current in the wholesale market, and higher prices are paid for 
retail lots. The quality of goods frequently necessitates & wide range of prices. 








Condition of Trade. 


New York, June 22, (911. 

The general condition of the drug market has been unsatis- 
factory during the past two weeks, there being but little move- 
ment outside of the demand for immediate wants in jobbing 
lots. The staples which are generally relied upon to furnish 
some items of interest have not changed in position during the 
fortnight under review. Opium remains practically in the same 
position as was occupied at our last report, and we see no 
prospect of any immediate change in the general market condi- 
tion. The American root crops have not yet come into the 
market, and the entire line remains quite firm at the rather high 
figures which have ruled throughout for some time past. The 
only exception to this is in senega, which has shown some weak- 
ness in anticipation of new crop deliveries. The Messina es- 
sences continue to rule very firm, and there seems little pros- 
pect of reduction in the current quotations—in fact, the prophe- 
cies of an advance indulged in by holders seem not without 
some ground. Notwithstanding the rather dull conditions the 
majority of changes made in price quotations have been toward 
a higher range of values. A list of the drugs in which such 
changes have occurred is given below:

Drugs. 

Agar Agar has been very dull and holders show a disposi- 
tion to make concessions to buyers offering supplies at 45 to 50c, 
but with little business going forward. 

Angostura bark has declined in consequence of slack demand 
and is quoted at 14% to 16c. Even at the reduced quotations 
no business was reported outside of small jobbing lots. 

Belladonna leaves are in brisk demand and very firm at our 
previous quotation of 15 to 16c. 

Buchu, short, is somewhat firmer at our previous quotation 
of $1.15 to $1.30. Owing to the scanty stock in hand but little 
business is reported. 

Copaiba, South American, has come to hand in large quan- 
tities and holders show willingness to shade our quotations of 
45 to 46c for South American; Para is fairly firm at 65 to 66c. 

Balsam, fir, Oregon, is quite steady at 80 to goc, though there 
is only a limited demand reported. 

Balsam Peru has advanced sharply to $1.85 to $2, the sup- 
plies on the spot are limited and holders very firm in their views. 

Balsam tolu is higher, being quoted at 24 to 25c for ordinary 
sorts up to 30c for choice grades. 

Cacao butter advanced sharply to 44 to 46c for bulk and 


45 to 47c for boxes, in sympathy with the conditions prevailing 
in Amsterdam. ‘This rise, however, has been followed by a 
slight recession in values and at the close the market ruled about 
2%c lower than the figures named. 


Cascara sagrada is quite firm in sympathy with conditions 
in primary markets; holders on the Pacific Coast assert that 
the visible supply does not warrant sales on a parity with the 
New York prices, which are 8% to 9M%c. 

Cassia buds have come to hand in considerable quantities and 
the price has been correspondingly weakened, though the nom- 
inal quotation remains unchanged at 18 to 22¢. 

Chamomile flowers, Hungarian, are quoted as low as IIc 
under the influence of the approaching delivery of the new crop. 

Cod liver oil, Norwegian, has been dull, as is to be expected 
at this season, and the dulness of the market has been further 
accentuated by the reports of the large yield from the current 
fishing season in the Lofoten Islands. The price has been marked 
down to $22 to $35 as to brand and quantity. Newfoundland 
oil shares in the depression and is nominally quoted at about 
the same figure. 

Damiana is dull and neglected and holders seem quite willing 
to make concessions in order to unload stock. The current 
quotations have declined to 10 to IIc, but even at this reduction 
but little business is reported. 

Elder flowers are quite firm at 16 to 17c, and considerable 
business is going forward at these figures. 

Elm bark has declined, the visible supply being heavy and 
the holders averse to risking competition with the new crop. 
As a consequence select elm in bundles is quoted at 14 to 16c, 
as to quantity and holder. 

Ergot continues very firm at the high range of $1.30 to 
$1.35, which has prevailed for some time. New crop, Spanish, 
offers at prices which will not permit of any reduction from 
this figure, and even warrant anticipation of still higher range 
of prices. At the last London auctions only a single bag of 
German was offered, which was taken up eagerly at a relatively 
high price. 

Glycerin is lower, being quoted at 22% to 23c in drums and 
23% to 24c in cans. The lower range of prices is due to an 
easier condition in the primary markets for crude. 

Grindelia robusta leaves have been marked down to 9 to 10c 
without apparently affecting the volume of the sales materially, 
which is small. 

Guarana has continued dull and weak, and some 
have marked their figures down to $1.70 to $1.80. 

Insect flowers have been advanced in consequence of the 
brisk demand, but there is no quotable change in our prices, 
15 to 18c, which cover the entire range of quality. 

Isinglass, Russian, has come to hand in considerable quan- 
tities, and prices are rather weak at $2.25 to $2.30. 

Kola nuts have declined under the influence of heavy ar- 
rivals, and now offer at 12 to I4c. 

Matico leaves are selling briskly at 15 to 16c in a jobbing 
way, and are firm at this figure. 

Menthol, Japanese, continues very strong, and has been 
marked up to $4.90 to $5. If the reports which come to hand 
from Japan are to be credited we may confidently look for- 
ward to a prolonged era of higher prices for this commodity. 

Naphthaline is in good demand, and firm at 2% to 234c, with 
large sales reported. 

Opium has been very dull throughout the entire fortnight. 
but prices remain unchanged at our previous quotation of $5.50 
to $5.65 for natural in cases, $5.60 to $5.95 for jobbing lots, 
and $6.50 to $6.60 for powdered.

Prickly ash bark is somewhat easier at 25 to 30c, though no 
large transactions are reported at the lower rate. 

Quebracho bark has been reduced to 934 to 10%c and seems 
in plentiful supply. 

Quinine has attracted no attention at all during the period 
under review, there being only a moderate jobbing demand, 
which is satisfied at the standing quoiation of 14c for bulk. 

Sassafras bark has advanced to 16 to 20c, the demand being 
very active and there being comparatively limited supplies in 
sight, while the season when fresh stock may be expected is still 
some time off. 

St. Ignatius bean is in very limited supply and firmly held 
at 35c. 

Simaruba bark is in very full supply and owing to the lack 
of any inquiry holders show a willingness to stimulate trade by 
reduced prices. Supplies are offering freely at 1014 to I2c. 

Castile soap has declined to 7% to 11c for mottled according 
to quantity and holder with a fair amount of business trans- 
acted. White remains fairly steady at 12 to 12%c. 

Sugar of milk, powdered, has been marked up to Io to 10%c 
under the influence of very active demand. 

Thymol is dull and neglected and prices have been reduced 
to $1.35 to $1.45, a reduction which has, however, failed to stim- 
ulate inquiry. 

Witchhazel bark is firmer at 4 to 4/4c. 

Yerba santa leaves are dull and neglected and as a conse- 
quence holders have reduced their quotations to 9% to Ioc. 

Wax, carnauba, is very firm in price at 3514 to 36c for north 
country, 57 to 58c for No. 1, 41 to 43c for No. 2 and 35 to 35%4c 
for No. 3. 

Essentia! Oils. 

Oil of birch, sweet, has been advanced to $1.75 to $1.80 and is 
firmly held at the higher figures. The demand is brisk and the 
supply is by no means plentiful. 

The Messina essences have all been very firm and show an 
upward tendency. There is reason to anticipate a still higher 
range of values in the entire line and holders evidence an in- 
disposition to enter into contracts for future delivery for round 
lots on the current quotations. 

Almond oil, true, has been marked up to 58 to 65c, and is 
firmly held, particularly the better grade. 

Erigeron oil has been advanced to $1.80 to $1.90. 

Lemongrass oil has been marked up to $1.50 to $1.60 in 
sympathy with advices from the Straits Settlements. Importers 
declare that the outlook warrants a price of $2. 

Orange oil, sweet, shares in the general firmness of the Mes- 
sina essences, and while our quotations of $2.35 to $2.45 remain 
unchanged, there has been, in fact, a general, if rather narrow 
advance all along the line. 

Oi! of orange, bitter, is even firmer relatively than the sweet 
at $2.60 to $2.85. 

Petit grain is firmer at $2 to $2.25 for South American. 


Gums. 

Arabic is decidedly firm all along the line, but the strongest 
position is occupied by sorts which have been advanced to 11 to 
12c for amber and 14 to 16c for white, and are active at the 
higher quotation. 

Asafetida is somewhat firmer, the stocks of gum which will 
pass the’ United States inspection being considerably depleted. 
Quotations remain unchanged, however, at $1 to $1.25 as to qual- 
ity and quantity. 

Camphor, domestic, refined, has been reduced to 46% to 
49%4c, and competition, to which the decline is attributed, is 
very brisk. The reduction is rather unusual at this particular 
season, when the volume of business is, or ought to be, rela- 
tively large. 

Chicle has advanced to 55c, the visible supply being very 
limited and the demand brisk. 

Gambier is stronger, and quotation has advanced to 6% 
to 7c. 
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Kino is very firm, and some holders advance their figures 
to 25c, though it is probable that supplies could be had, of a 
kind, below this quotation. 

Guaiac is very firm at our previous quotations of 30 to 35c, 
and holders state that they are warranted in anticipating a 
positive advance in the near future, 

Chemicals. 

Acetone is in brisk demand and has been advanced to 14% 
to 16c for drums, and it is reported that even at the higher 
price only small quantities are available. 

Ammonia and its salts are very firm, and supplies of crude 
being well controlled, holders have advanced their prices slight- 
ly on the water in large lots. 

Arsenic has declined to 134 to 2c for white, at which figures 
contracts are being sought, but the volume of business reported 
is very limited. 

Barium chloride is dull and heavy and is now offering at 
$33.25 te $35, according to quantity and shipper. 

Blue vitriol is in good demand at 4%c in carload lots and 
4% to 5c for jobbing quantities. The outlook is very firm as the 
parent metal is in a strong condition. 

Carbolic acid is advanced to 16 to 18c in bottles, though no 
change has been made in the bulk quotations, which remain at 
II to 12c in drums; holders are very firm, however, and confi- 
dently predict a rise. 

Pyrogallic acid has advanced to $1.25 to $1.35 and is held 
firmly at the higher figure. 

Quicksilver has advanced to 65 to 66c in flasks and is firmly 
held at the higher quotation with a very fair jobbing demand 
reported. 

Sodium hyposulphite has advanced to $1.60 and is firm at 
the increase. The demand is very brisk and holders assert that 
the higher quotations are amply justified by trade conditions.

Belladonna root has been in active demand for consumption 
of manufacturers and is very firm at our previous quotations of 
12 to 14c, though it is doubted whether a satisfactory quality 
could be obtained at much less than the higher figure named. 

Calamus, bleached, is dull and holders have shown a dis- 
position to revise their prices to a lower range, quoting 22 to 
23¢. 

Dandelion, German, is very firm and inquiry is brisk, but our 
quotations of 834 to 9%c still remain unchanged. 

Gentian has advanced to 66%c on the strength of insufficient 
stock in hand to meet curreat demand. 

Ipecac, Rio, has been advanced to 2%c on the strength of re- 
duced stocks. Cartagena has been marked up to $1.90 to $1.95. 

Jalap is -in limited supply and very firm at 32 to 34c. The 
firmness of holders, however, has checked the demand so that 
there is practically no business reported: 

Ladyslipper, cyprepedium, is in very limited supply and 
holders are very firm at 15 to 16c. 

Golden seal root has been advanced to $3.45, the stocks in 
hand being very limited and in the hands of firm holders. 

Licorice is dull and heavy and in the lack of active inquiry 
quotations have been shaded, particularly on cutting. The gen- 
eral range of quotations remains unchanged at 4 to 4%c for 
ordinary, or 7% to t12c for select. 

Orris root has come to hand freely and Florentine is some- 
what easier, offering at 10 to llc. Verona is also easy at 9 
to 1. 

Senega is dull and weak and some holders show a disposition 
to shade our quotations of 42 to 44c as to quantity. 

Serpentaria is dull but steady at previous quotations of 40 
to 42c. 

Stillingia has declined under the influence of free offers from 
the South and may be had as low as 7% to 8c. 

Valerian root, German, is in brisk demand and holders de- 
cline to consider offers at less than 15 to 16c. The Belgian root 
shares to a certain extent in the firmness and 7% to &c may be 
considered as a fair range of quotations.
